

Bern scoffs at rightist plan 

BEIRUT (R) — Shiite Muslim leader Nabih Beni on Friday 
rejected as “tragic and comic” a report that anew Lebanese peace 
plan is being drafted by right-wing Christian leaders. “We can 
only describe it as both tragic and comic,” Mr. Bern, pro-Syrian 
r Ar nal militia, told reporters. It was his first 

public response to the press report that Chris tians who opposed 
an earlier Syrian-backed peace accord were preparing their own 
plan to end 1 1 years of civil war. Some 800 people have been 
kdlcd since the Syrian-mediated accord signed by three militia 
chieis. including Mr. Beni was wrecked by a hardline Christian 
iwolt in January. Mr. Beni accused Christians of exploiting a 
Zionist- American onslaught against Syria... and worsening eco- 
nomic and social conditions in Lebanon” to further the latest plan, 
said to envisage limited reforms favouring Muslims. 
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Chernobyl death toll put at 13 

MOSCOW (AP) — An American doctor treating victims of the 
Chernobyl nuclear accident indicated on Friday that the death toll 
has reached 13. A Soviet newspaper said five were firefighters 
who braved Fierce radiation to battle flames engulfing the nuclear 
reactor. Dr. Robert Gale, who left Moscow shortly after giving 
interviews to U.S. television correspondents, told ABC- TVs 
“Good Morning America” and the Cable News Network that 
only 24 of the 35 people previously listed in grave condition still 
were alive. " We are unfortunately having deaths on a continuing 
basis, although nothing happened in the last day." Dr. Gale said in 
the interview with CNN. He declined to say when the latest deaths 
occurred. But on Thursday, he told a news conference that 28 of 
the 35 most seriously injured were alive. Reports in three dif- 
ferent Soviet newspapers on Friday identified eight people who 
died after the nuclear accident tSee page 8).

There were no fin- 
gerprints. The gunman shot the 
envoy five times as he sat in his car 
— at a traffic light in the Cankaya 
district of the city while on his way 
to work.

French government 
beats censure motion 

PARIS ( AP) — The first censure 
motion against the two month-old 
conservative French government 
was defeated on Friday, as exp- 
ected, in the National Assembly. 
That automatically passed the first 
reading of the government’s bill 
giving it power to rule by decree 
on immediate economic issues 
such as privatisation of major 
banks and compan ies. as the gov- 
ga emmeni had made it an issue of 
■ * confidence.

AUCKLAND ( AP) — The prime 
rnmhocr of the Cook Islands said 
Friday he has turned down req- 
uests that his tiny South Pacific 
island nation grant sanctuary to 
deposed Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos. Sir Thomas 
Davis said he was approached by a 
Swiss hanker who also sounded 
him out for a similar arrangement 
with former Haitian “President- 
ror-tife" Jean-Claude Duvalier.

Khaddam: Syria will 
reply with all its force 
against Israeli attacks

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khaddam has been 
quoted as saying his country would respond 
with “all the potential it possesses” to any 
Israeli attack, and played down the chances 
of a U.S. military blow. 


Mr. Khaddam made the sta- 
tements in an interview published 
in file latest issue of the Paris- 
based Lebanese magazine A] 
Mostakbal, which goes on the 
newsstands on Saturday. 

Asked about “American thr- 
eats” of actun against Syria over 
-charges of “terrorist” links. Mr. 
Khaddam was quoted as saying: 

“ Despite all we hear about sta- 
tements attributed to officials in 
that country, we would like to 
think there are persons who use 
their heads and are capable of ass- 
essing stands and calculating con- 
sequences. 

“However, without talking too 
much about this subject, I say in a 
few words that Syria is not an easy 
prey and the road to it is not 
strewn with roses. The Syrians 
possess the means, will and det- 
ermination to repel aggression 
and inflict harm on the aggressor. 

“Syria is not seeking aggression, 
but we also hate to see it exercised 
against us." 

Mr. Khaddam's interview fol- 
lows an assertion in Washington, 
that the U.S. government refuses 
to be pushed into acting against 
Syria until it evaluates evidence 
allegedly linking Damascus to 
recent guerrilla attacks in Europe. 

“We are looking at the evi- 


dence, and we and the other gov- 
ernments will make up our minds 
what is that we think needs to be 
done ,” Robert B. Oakley, director 
of the U.S. State Department's 
office for counter-terrorism, told a 
news conference Thursday. 

“There are a lot of different 
elements to the relationship with 
Syria,” Mr. Oakley said. 

He was responding to a que- 
stion about “evidence” from Bri- 
tain, West Germany and Israel 
implicating Syria in a West Berlin 
bombing and an abortive attempt 
to smuggle a bomb aboard an Isr- 
aeli El A1 airliner at London's 
Heathrow airport. 

“I know people would like to 
push us into doing things or saying 
things which would be tantamount 
of push us into doing things, but 
we’re not going to bite (do it) ” 
Mr. Oakley said. 

Mr. Khaddam denied that Syria 
has been involved in “terrorist” 
acts anywhere in Europe, saying r 
* ‘All that is said about our support 
of terrorismis not true. These cha- 
rges are only an excuse to prepare 
mili tary aggression against us, but 
Syria is not afraid and the Syrians 
are not worried.!' 

He said the Syrian government 
supports liberation forces such as 
the national resistance in Lebanon 


an d the Palestinians. 

Mr. Khaddam also denied that 
Syria was preparing for war aga- 
inst Israel, but warned it will for- 
cely strike back if attacked. 

“In view of the increasing Isr- 
aeli threats, we emphasise that 
aggression against Syria is no lon- 
ger a picnic. Syria will respond 
with all the potential it possesses,” 
Mr. Khaddam said. 

“We realise that aggression and 
expansion are part of the strategy 
of the Israelis, but we. too, have 
our policy based on defending our 
country and honour.” he added. 

Tension has been running high 
between Syria and Israel adv- 
ersaries since Israel claimed the 
Syrians have advanced their tank 
positions in southeastern Lebanon 
forward toward Israeli lines. 

The United States has urged 
both nations to excercise restrain t. 

AH ‘quiet’ on truce fine 

A report by U.N. observers 
along the Syna-Israel ceasefire 
line says there has been no build- 
up by either side despite tension 
between the two countries, -Israeli 
military officials said Friday. 

The routine report of the U.N. 
Disengagement Observer Force 
(UN DOF) said both Syria and 
Israel were fully observing the 
terras of their 1974 dis- 
engagement agreement in the 
Golan Heights, the officials said. 

UNDOF monitors military' 
movement in the Golan Heights 
up to 25 kilometres from the cea- 
sefire line.

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq on 
Friday reported a new attack on 
shipping in the Gulf after ann- 
ouncing concerted air action aga- 
inst Iranian positions on the war- 
front with Iran on Thursday. 

In Tehran, two Iranian leaders 
warned the U 5. against a military 
confrontation with Iran, saying it 
would have global consequences. 

Heavy fighting continued for a 
third straight day on the northern 
front at Haj Omran, 390 kil- 
ometres north of Baghdad, where

Tories slip 
to 3rd place 
in British poll 

LONDON (R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's ruling Con- 
servatives fell to third place in the 
latest British opinion poll on Fri- 
day, nearing an all-time low in 
popularity since she came to 
power seven years ago. 

The results of a Gallup poll in 
the right-wing Daily Telegraph 
newspaper indicated that a swing 
away from Mrs. T hat cher, app- 
arent since the start of the year, 
was now accelerating. 

It gave the opposition Labour 
Party a popularity rating of 37 per 
cent, with the Liberal-Social 
Democratic Party (SDP) in sec- 
ond place with 32 3 per cent. The 
Conservatives trailed with 27.5 
percentsix points down on a GaJ- 
lup poll taken last month. 

The nationwide poll reflected 
results in local elections a week 
ago in which the Conservatives 
lost 700 municipal seats. 

Friday’s survey followed a tro- 
ubled political week for Mrs. Tha- 
tcher in which the only brightnews 
was Friday’s announcement of a 
further fall in animal inflation to 
three per cent, an 1 8-year low. 

Mrs. Thatcher was expected to 
accentuate be.- government’s suc- 
cess in reducing inflation in a spe- 
ech stieWas giving Friday evening 
to Scottish Conservatives at their 
annual conference. 

But other statistics this week 
showed a further inc re ase in une- 
mployment and a fall in man- 
ufacturing output. The jobless fig- 
ure riow stands at 3.2 million or 
more than 13 per cent of the pop- 
ulation on a seasonally adjusted 
basis.

Libya claims uncovering 
Egyptian sabotage group 


LONDON (R) — Libya has dis- 
covered an Egyptian spy and sab- 
otage network which helped guide 
U.S. warplanes in last month's 
raids on Tripoli and Benghazi, its 
official news agency JANA rep- 
orted Friday. 

"The network was entrusted 
with the task of monitoring mil- 
itary targets and guiding tire rai- 
ding planes within the framework 
of coordination between Ame- 
rican and Egyptian intelligence.” 
it said. 

JANA, monitored by the Bri- 
tish Broadcasting Corporation, 
said the head of the two-year-old 
network, set up by Egyptian int- 
elligence to gather information on 


Lfcya’s armed forces and carry out 
acts of espionage and sabotage, 
was arrested on April 15, the day 
of the raids. 

It said two U.S.-made tra- 
nsmitters, able to guide aircraft to 
targets, were discovered the next 
day in areas of Benghazi and Tri- 
poli attacked by U.S. warplanes. 
Libya said 39 people died in the 
raids. 

It said another had been found 
when network head Muraji 
Hammudah Abu Azizah, an Egy- 
ptian citizen . was arrested. 

The agency said the case had 
been referred to the public pro- 
secution department "so that the 
courts may pass their verdict.” 


Yugoslavia gets new leaders 


BELGRADE (R) — Branko 
Mikulic, who took over as Yug- 
oslavia’s prime minister on Friday, 
is a hardliner and skilled organiser, 
while tire new state president, 
Sinan Hasan i. is the fust ethnic 
Albanian to move into the largely 
figurehead post. 

Mr. Mikulic, 58, a Croat from 
Bosnia-Hereegovina, earned a 
reputation for organisation as 
president of the organising com- 
mittee for the successful 1984 
WinterOlympics at Sarajevo, cap- 
ital of his home republic. 

His authoritarian image, which 
has made him unpopular in some 
political circles, steins from a 
tough internal line be has taken as 
one of the senior politicians in 
Bosnia- Herzegovina. 

Mr. Mikulic has been criticised 
in official circles for coming down 
hard on intellectuals in Bosnia- 
Heizegovina and driving them out 


of the republic. 

The Bosnian Communist Party 
leadership, in which Mr. Mikulic 
has been a key figure since the 
mid-oOs. is known for using an 
iron hand against internal dissent 
among the heady mixture of Mus- 
lims. Croats and Serbs that make 
up the local population. 

Mr. Mikulic was bora in the 
Bosnian town of Gomji Vakuf in 
1928 and at 15. according to his 
official biography, joined Josef 
Broz Tito's partisans fighting Nazi 
and right-wing Yugoslav forces. 

After the war he graduated 
from a higher economic school in- 
Zagreb and began rising through 
the political apparatus of his home 
republic. 

Many Yugoslavs say his per- 
sonal acquaintance with Tito 
when the late Yugoslav leader vis- 
ited Bosnia on boar-hunting trips 
furthered his advancement.. .

Peres moves from ‘territorial 
compromise’ to ‘power sharing’ 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres sug- 
gested on Friday that “power- 
sharing” rather than “territorial- 
■compromise" might pose the best 
prospect for a solution to the fut- 
ure of the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Mr. Peres sakl he favoured a 
peace process beginning with 
more "self- administration'’ for 
the 800.000 West Bank Pal- 
estinians and moving towards 
“federation or confederation in 
the future." 

Speaking to an international 
conference of mayors. Mr. Peres 
indicated that he has moved away 
from the traditional platform of 
his Labour Party, which advocates 
territorial compromise. 

When you have two people liv- 
ing in the same land you have two 
possible solutions, either to divide 
the land or to share the gov- 
ernment either a territorial sol- 
ution or a functional solution," 
Mr. Peres said. 

"1 believe the real opportunity 
is in the functional domain ... sta- 
rting with self-administration,” 
Mr. Peres told the 14 mayors from 
the United States and Western 
Europe. 


Argentine 
ex- junta 
leaders 
sentenced 

BUENOS AIRES ( AP) - Three 
former junta members were con- 
victed of negligence for launebing 
and losing the 1982 FalkJands war 
with Britain and have been sen- 
tenced to up to 14 years in prison, 
a source within the Supreme Cou- 
ncil of the Armed Forces said Fri- 
day. 

The source said the council,' 
Argentina's highest military tri- 
bunal. sentenced General Leo- 
: poldo Galtieri.a former president 
and army commander, to 12 
years; former navy commander 
Admiral Jorge Anaya to 14 years 
in prison; and former air force 
chief Gen. Basilio Larai Dozo to- 
eight. 

The council source spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

Reports of the council's dec- 
ision. attributed to unidentified 
military sources, appeared in sev- 
eral Buenos Aires daily new- 
spapers on Friday. 

Gen. Hector Canale, pro- 
secutor general of the armed for- 
ces, told AP he had yet to be off- 
icially informed and could not 
confirm the reports. 

The verdict and sentences end a 
court-martial that began in Nov- 
ember 1983. The proceedings 
were held behind closed doors for 
what were termed "reasons of nat- 
ional security.” 

The 74-day Falklands war was 
precipitated by Argentina's inv- 
asion of the disputed British isl- 
ands off the Argentine coast on 
April 2. 1982. 

There was no immediate official 
explanation of the differing sen- 
tences. Gen. Canale had asked for 
■12 years each for Gen. Galtieri 
and Adra. Anaya and eight for 
Gen. La mi Dozo. 

Adm. Anaya was initially a sta- 
unch advocate of Argentina’s inv- 
asion of the Falklands. But after 
the British sank his most heavily 
armed warship, the General Bel- 
grano. he confined his fleet close 
to Argentina's shore 


Mr. Peres said the key to res- 
tarting the stalled Middle East 
peace process was to introduce a 
climate more conducive to neg- 
otiations. “We feel we are trying, 
and we expect our neighbours to 
follow suit," he said. 

Outlining a three-step agenda. 
Mr. Peres said the first step was to 
resolve a border dispute with 
Egypt so that the 1979 lsraeli- 
Egyptian treaty would serve as an 
example to other Arab countries. 

He said the second step was to 
“do whatever we can... to int- 
roduce liberalism" in the occupied 
territories, in order to encourage 
negotiations. 

The process should end with 
direct talks between Israel and a 
joint delegation of Jordanians and 
Palestinians, Mr. Peres said. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Peres war- 
ned against a stalemate in Middle 
East peace efforts as violence eru- 
pted in the occupied West Bank 
on the anniversary of the creation 
of the Jewisb state. 

"If we do not continue with the 
peace initiative, all the pent-up 
anger in the Middle East Could 
suddenly burst out," Mr. Peres 
told Israel Radio. 

Hours after the broadcast, tro- 


ops shot and wounded two Pal- 
estinian students during an anti- 
Israeli demonstration in the West 
Bank town of Nablus. Military 
sources said protesters had hurled 
stoned at security forces. 

Commenting on the stalemated 
peace efforts. Mr. Peres said Israel 
might welcome a larger Jordanian 
role in the occupied" territories. 

“Jordan should be allowed to 
have ties with its citizens (in the 
West Bank) ” he said. “Jordan is 
again trying to increase its inf- 
luence. This stands a chance in the 
future because there are Jor- 
danian nationals there and we are 
not enthusiastic about the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation." 

As the Palestinian protests con- 
tinued on Thursday. Israeli troops 
clamped a curfew on Balata ref- 
ugee camp in the occupied West 
Bank. 

Sources quoted by Reuter said 
Israeli troops fired into the air to 
disperse dozens of demonstrators 
at the camp near the town of Nab- 
lus. 

In a separate incident, about 50 
students protested by burning 
tyres and hurling stones' at vehicles 
in north Jerusalem, police said. 


Soviets protest U.S. comments 
over new arms draft treaty 


GENEVA (R) — Soviet neg- 
otiators at the Geneva arms con- 
trol talks on Friday protested at 
what they called one-sided and 
distorted comments by chief U.S. 
negotiator Max Kampelman on a 
Soviet draft treaty to eliminate 
medium-range missiles in Europe. 

The Soviet delegation, led by 
veteran negotiator Viktor Kar- 
i pov, introduced the document at a 
meeting on Thursday of the three 
teams negotiating on strategic, 
intermediate and space weapons. 

The unexpected session, called 
by the Soviet team, was held a 
week after the Geneva talks res- 
umed following a two-month 
break. 

Mr. Kampelman told a news 
conference in Berne on Thursday 
the draft treaty appeared to con- 
tain nothing new. 

He said the document seemed 
merely to put in treaty form pre- 
vious Kremlin proposals on 
intermediate-range nuclear forces 


which Washington says are una- 
cceptable. 

In a written statement on Fri- 
day. the Soviet delegation said it 
“deems it necessary to call att- 
ention to the one-sided and dis- 
torted description of the Soviet 
proposal by the head of the U.S. 
delegation." 

The statement said: "The Sov- 
iet Union's introduction of the 
draft agreement drawn up in a str- 
ictly legal form is a major dev- 
elopment at the negotiations, tes- 
tifying to the willingness of the 
Soviet side to implement fun- 
damental decisions" taken at the 
Geneva superpower summit last 
November. 

The Soviet team complained 
that Mr. Kampelman made the 
tabling of the Soviet document 
public" while they had refrained 
from doing so to comply with an 
agreement between the two del- 
egations to keep details of the 
talks confidential. 


NATO endorses controversial 
U.S. chemical weapons plan 


BRUSSELS (R) - NATO said 
on Friday it had formally adopted 
a controversial plan for resumed 
U.S. production of chemical wea- 
pons after hearing objections from 
several West European allies. 

A NATO spokesman said the 
alliance's defence planning cou- 
ncil had adopted a '’country cha- 
pter" for the United States which 
diplomats said meant a U-S. mil- 
itary objective to restart pro- 
duction of a new generation of 
nerve g as had been passed. 

Belgium cleared the way for 
final adoption after approving the 
U5. "force goal" while saying the 
pew chemical arms could not be 
installed on Belgian territory. 

Denmark. Norway and The 
.Netherlands voiced similar obj- 
ections to the U.S. plan in a 
three-hour meeting on Thursday 
of North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation (NATO) ambassadors, 
urging Washington to give priority 
to arms control. 

Diplomats added that though 


the “force goal" had gone thr- 
ough. the qualified degree pf sup- 
port from the NATO allies might 
not satisfy the U.S. Congress 
which has to approve funding. 

The United States says it has not 
produced chemical weapons since 
1969. It argues that aging stocks 
have to be rejuvenated to offset a 
huge Soviet advantage in the field. 

-The new arms proposed are cal- 
led binary weapons composed of 
two chemicals that are harmless 
individually but combine on exp- 
losion to form a lethal mixture. 

The Lfoited States, aware of the 
domestic political problems that 
die sensitive issue couki cause for 
its European allies, has said the 
new arms will be stockpiled in the 
United States and only moved to 
Europe in time of crisis. 

Strongest opposition to the U.S. 
plan has come from The Net- 
herlands where the centre-right 
government faces a touch-and-go 
general election next week. 


Yarmouk 
classes 
expected 
to resume 
this week

AMMAN — Regular classes at 
Yarmouk University are expected 
to resume this week, following 
student riots which prompted the 
closure of the institution on Thu- 
rsday. a senior official at the uni- 
versity said Friday. 

The official, who preferred 
anonymity, said: “Hopefully, the 
classes will start this week." 

The official, who was contacted 
by the Jordan Times over the 
phone, refused to give any date. 

However, a number of pro- 
fessors and a police source put 
Monday as the probable date for 
the resumption of regular courses 
at the university. 

Three students died and 1 8 pol- 
icemen and several other students 
were injured in rioting at the ins- 
titution on Thursday. 

An official spokesman for the 
Ministry of Interior reported the 
deaths and injuries on Thursday 
and said that police were in con- 
trol of the situation. 

Following is the text of the sta- 
tement which was issued by the 
Ministry of Interior on Thursday. 

" Yarmouk University over the 
past two years has witnessed a 
number of demonstrations and 
acts of rioting within its campus 
and the university administration 
had been trying its best to settle all 
problems through dialogue and 
discussion. 

“It was also noticed that the ins- 
tigators among the students have 
been the same group of trouble- 
makers in every incident, and 
whose numbers did not exceed 
several tens of students. 

"This same group has been able 
to organise a demonstration on 
the -campus against a university 
decision to charge fees for pra- 
ctical training to be offered to eng- 
ineering students. Although tne 
university i authorities later red- 
uced the fees to a mere J D 1 5. the 
same group of saboteurs mai- 
ntained its acts of instigating stu- 
dents to hold demonstrations thr- 
ough disrupting courses and cau- 
sing confusion. 

"These actions forced the uni- 
versity council to dismiss 32 of the 
troublemakers from academic 
terms starting in summer and after 
the final examinations for the cur- 
rent academic year had been com- 
pleted. so that the dismissed stu- 
dents would not lose the benefit of 
the current term. The measures 
were taken in implementation of 
the university regulations and with 
the purpose of preserving positive 
■and stable atmosphere that can 
help alt students to continue their 
studies in a quiet and convenient 
climate free of all confusion and 
demagoguery. 

"On die morning of Tuesday. 
May 13. 1986. the university aut- 
horities noticed that the tro- 
ublemakers started to distribute 
statements to the rest of the stu- 
dents inciting them to gather at the- 
campus, and succeeded in col- 
lecting several hundreds who mar- 
ched in a demonstration, with 
some of them assaulting university 
staff, one of whom was injured 
and taken to hospital for tre- 
atment. This incident prompted 
the university administration to 
enlist the help of police in Irbid to 
settle the disturbances. 

"Policemen came and pos- 
itioned themselves outside the 
campus to prevent any suspected 
elements from infiltrating the 
ranks of students and exploiting 
the incidents for other purposes. 

"But in the meantime, the stu- 
dents continued to gather around 
and demonstrate inside the cam- 
pus until late in the evening when 
they held a sit-in inside the bui- 
ldings so that they could resume 
disturbances on the following day. 
Wednesday. May 14. The dis- 
turbance continued on Wed- 
nesday with students causing 
much confusion and damage, and 
storming examination halls where 
they destroyed examination pap- 
ers and attacked teachers and for- 
ced other students to leave the 
hall.

Shultz tells Jewish group 
Saudis should get U.S. arms 


WASHINGTON (R) — Secretary of State George 
Shultz took the administration’s campaign to sell 
new missiles to Saudi Arabia to a major Jewish 
group, warning that failure to help the Saudis could 
harm Israel's interests. 


A leader of the group, the Ame- 
rican Jewish Committee, had said 
Thursday that it would be unr- 
ealistic to expect Jewish support 
for President Reagan on the aims 
sale issue. 

Congress has voted ove- 
rwhelmingly against the sale of 
b354 million worth of advanced 
missiles to Saudi Arabia and Mr. 
Reagan is lobbying to get Con- 
gress to sustain his planned veto of 
the congressional action. 


Mr. Reagan has until next 
Wednesday to attempt to kill the 
so-called resolution of dis- 
approval of the sale, and officials 
said he planned to wait until the 
last minute to gain time for lob- 
bying. telephoning and meeting 
senators personally. 

Mr. Shultz, in a prepared speech 
devoted mainly to world topics, 
injected the Saudi issue as som- 
ething that "some of you may not 
want to hear." 

Asserting the need to help 
Saudi Arabia defend the Gulf. Mr. 
■Shultz referred to Iran’s leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
and said: "If Kho me ini-ism adv- 


ances into that area, America’s 
strategic interests will be harmed 
— and needles to say, so will Isr- 
ael's.” 

Mr. Shultz said many in the 
Arab World who wanted peace, 
stability and moderation could be 
brought to accept the permanent 
reality of Israel. 

"But if America cannot dem- 
onstrate that we are a constant, 
effective, strong and responsive 
presence in the Middle East, those 
with the best of inclinations ine- 
vitably will make their acc- 
ommodations with those who bear 
the worst intentions toward us." 
he said. 


ejgn Relations Chairman Richard 
Lugar appealed to American 
Jews, who did not lobby against 
the sale, to actively support the 
president 

An aide to Sen. Lugar has said 
“Sen. (Richard) Lugar suggested 
that the president needs to app- 
roach American Jewish leaders ...

The aide said a meeting bet- 
ween .Mr. Reagan and Jewish lea- 


Earlier David Gord is. executive 
vice president of the Jewish group, 
said it was “quite unrealistic” to 
expect US. Jews and other sup- 
porters of Israel to side with Mr. 
Reagan on the issue. 

He spoke after White House 
spokesman Larry Speaker rep- 
orted Mr. Reagan was making 
headway in his effort to gather 
enough Senate votes to sustain a 
veto. 

, Earlier this week. Senate For- 


ders was being organised for Fri- 
day or next Monday so that Mr. 
Reagan could try and persuade 
them that the sale would be iu the 
security interests of both the Uni- 
ted States and Israel. 

The aide to Sen. Lugar said the. 
Indiana Republican made the 
suggestion in a White House race-; 
ting with Mr. Reagan, who "liked 
the idea.” 

Both the Senate and foe House 
of Representatives last week ove- 
rwhelmingly rejected foe adm- 
inistration’s proposed sale to 
Saudi Arabia of 2,600 advanced 
anti-aircraft and anti-ship mis- 
siles. 

Mr. Reagan has said he will veto 
foe so-called “resolution of dis- 
approval" but opponents of the 
sale in Congress say they will be 
able to muster foe two-thirds vote 
necessary to override that veto 


and block the sale. 

Mr. Shultz, commenting Wed- 
nesday oh Sen. Lugar s plan, said 
foe administration had held talks 
with the Jewish community and 
would continue to do so. 

Israel and foe powerful pro- 
Israeli lobby in Washington opp- 
osed foe sale but did not wage an 
all-out campaign against it oa 
Capitol Hill — which some in 
Congress interpreted as evidence 
Israel did not believe its security 
was threatened by foe sale. 

Mr. Reagan has ’until next. 
Wednesday to veto the resolution, 
although Speakes said it could 
come by the end of this week. 

Senate majority leader Robert 
Dole, who also attended foe 
White House meeting, said Mr. 
Reagan needed 12 votes in the 
Senate to sustain his veto. 

Mr. Shultz indicated that foe

eign policy" would be damaged if 
legislators voted to override Rea- 
gan’s veto — a rare occurrence in 
foreign policy matters.

toppled and tried.” 

“He told us stuff about Pre- 
sident Reagan and how he doesn't 
likebim,” was foe way Jestin Tyler 
described the letter that he and 
others in his dass received Thu- 
rsday at Maxfield Magnet School. 

In his tetter to Col. Qadhafi. 
Jimy Xiong had written: “Dear 
Col. Qadhafi, I am so sorry that 
your letter daughterdied ana can I 
ask you a favour? Could you stop 
bombing us, OK? And we’ll stop 
.bombing you.” 

“Dear Col. Qadhafi, why are 
you bombing the USA? Can't you 
think of a better way to solve the 
problem? Well I can... write let- 
ters” wrote Daniel Barbosa. 

The dass also wrote to Mr. 
Reagan, but has yet to receive a 
reply, teacher Jill Swanson told 
the St. Paul Pioneer Press and 
Dispatch newspaper. 

“I would expect we would hear 
from foe president.” said Ms. 
Swanson. “ I would hope we would 
get something more personal from 
him.” 

“Dear President Reagan. Hi.” 
wrote Leslie Garrett. “I have an 
idea instead of Libya and our state 
bombing cadi other, you and Col. 
Qadhafi can set up a time and day 
to talk to each other about it. So If 
you don’t take my idea. I hope you 
figure out some way without hur- 
ting or fighting." 

Col. QadhafTs typewritten let- 
ter was on white paper trimmed in 
green and decorated with Libyan 
political slogans written in Arabic. 


French and English. The grammar 
and spel bog were imperfect. It was 
signed in Arabic script over Col. 
Qadhafi’s typed name: Col. 
Muammar AI Qadhafi. 

"Dear Friend." foe letter said, 
“we received your kind letter in 
which you condemned foe Ame- 
rican barbarian aggression against 
our country and our people. We 
appreciate your deeply feelings 
towards us.” 

The letter went on to praise 
Libyan bombing victims as “mar- 
tyrs for foe cause of Allah," and 
urge that “children murderers 
Reagan and (British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret) Thatcher should 
be toppled and tried.” 

The letter defended Arab unity 
and Palestinian liberation and dis- 
avowed responsibility for attacks 
in Europe and foe Middle East. 

The students’ letter-writing 
project was started foe day after 
the April 14 air raid. 

“A lot of the kids were talking 
about it, wondering what we could 
do besides more bombing,” said 
Ms. Swanson, a 10-year teaching 
Veteran. “Whenever a child wants 
to know what’s going on in foe 
world, I try to capitalise on it.” So 
foe class fired off letters to the 
men in charge, Mr. Reagan and 
Col. Qadhafi. . 

Mbs. Swanson sent letters to Mr. 
Reagan via U.S. Senator Dave 
Durenberger, asking that he for- 
ward them to foe president. In a 
reply dated May 2. Sen. Dur- 
enberger said he has encouraged 
Mr. Reagan to respond. 

The letters for Col. Qadhafi 
were mailed to an address in foe 
Libyan capital of Tripoli. "I just 
called the public library and asked 
for his address." Ms. Swanson 
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said. 

Meanwhile former U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig 
said Thursday innocent people 
probably died needlessly in last 
month’s U.S. bombing raid on 
Libya because of the way foe att- 
ack was carried out. 

Gen- Haig told Chinese trainee 
diplomats at Peking's Foreign 
Affaire College that the raids sho- 
uld have been conducted in day- 
light tty planes from U.S. aircraft 
carriers not far from Libya in foe 
Mediterranean. 

Instead, bombers were flown 
from Britain, necessitating night 
raids, which were less precise, he 
said. An official Libyan casualty 
toll issued six days after the April 
15 raid cm Tripoli and Benghazi 
was 39 dead and more than 90 
injured.

Gen. Haig, a former supreme 
commander of NATO forces in 
Europe, suggested Wednesday 
that rivalry between foe U.S. 
armed services accounted for the 
decision to opt for land-based 
bombers rather than naval air 
power. 


"Why did we go to FB-llls 
when we had two aircraft carriers 
sitting right off foe target area? he 
asked a U.S. businessmen's mee- 
ting. 

Replying to his own question 
amid laughter, Gen. Haig said: 
"You and I know why. It’s foe old 
Pentagon game — one for you, 
one for me."

U.N. chief

Kuwait education minister resigns 
after irking fundamentalists 


LONDON (R) - U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has accused the kid- 
nappers of British U.N. employee 
Alec Collett, who was reported 
last noonth to have been hanged by 
his captors in Lebanon, of cruel 
and repugnant behaviour. 

"The cruelty of these people is 
really incredible," Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar told journalists in London 
shortly before ending an official 
visit to Britain. 

He said it was particularly cruel 
and repugnant of the kidnappers 
to keep foe family in suspense 
about Colletf s fate because it was 
still not certain he was dead. 

The self-styled Revolutionary 
Organisation of Socialist Muslims 
last month released a videotape 
purporting to show foe 64- 


KUWAIT (AP) — Attempts by 
Education Minister Hassan AI 
Ibrahim to modernise and reform' 
education in Kuwait have roused 
the ire of religious fun- 
damentalists and precipitated his 
resignation, parliamentary sou- 
rces reported Friday. . 

Motives and implications of die 
resi gna tion have dominated par- 
liament debates, as well as Kuw- 
ait’s free-wheeling press over the 
past week. 

Mr. Ibrahim's reform blueprint 
envisaged a more rigorous adm- 


ission policy and preventing pol- 
iticisation erf the university by bar- 
ring parliamentarians from add- 
ressing students on campus. 

The proposed reform by foe 
US.-educated Ibrahim also env- 
isioned modifications in school 
and university curricula, with rel- 
igious groups taking particular 
offense fro rah is plans to introduce 
books cm Charles Darwin’s Origin 
of the Species. 

Newspapers last week reported 
the resignation, which was later 
confirmed by foe Minister of State 
Tor Cabinet Affairs, Rashed 
Abdul Aziz AJ a Hashed. 

Mr. Rashed said that foe gov- 
ernment stood by Mr. Ibrahim’s 
reform plans which, he stressed, 
was to be "implemented without 
alteration."

MELILLA (R) — Spain in rei- 
nforcing the 10-kilometre border 
of its North African enclave Mel- 
illa with Morocco following foe 
application of a new aliens' law 
which makes illegal residents lia- 
ble to expulsion, Mel ilia's gov- 
ernment representative said Fri- 
day. 

He said Melilla's five border 
posts would be fitted with an ele- 
ctronic security system and com- 
puter terminals to control the 
movement of some 7*000 people 
who -cross foe border dafly. 

Search lights will illuminate the 
barbed-wire border at night and 
foe road along foe frontier will be 
improved. 


"The security measures are 
being taken to prevent Moroccans 
from entering Melilla illegally,” 
government representative And- 
res Moreno told Reuters. 

Muslim leaders say there are up 
to 30,000 people of Moroccan 
descent living in this garrison city 
of 75,000. against official est- 
imates of 20.000. More than half 
of them have no official doc- 
uments and are viewed as illegal 
immigrants by Spain. 

The new law, which came into 
effect in March, has drawn strong 
protests from the enclave's Mus- 
lim community who fear mass 
expulsions. Spanish authorities 
have agreed to study their req- 
uests for Spanish dtizenship.

“The first to pay the price would 
.be the remaining hostages we 
Jiave," the anonymous caller told 
an international news agency in 
Beirut. 

"The number (of hostages) has 
decreased... we have liquidated a 
number of them." he said. 

The group has previously said h 
killed an American and a Fre- 
nchman among five U.S. and four 
French hostages it claimed to 
hold, but the bodies were not 
found. 

The new threat followed reports 
that Syria, at Washington’s beh- 
est, has launched intense efforts to 
free the hostages. 

“We warn all these countries, 
whether America, France or any 
Arab countrtes involved in these 
pressures, that we wQl make foe 
earth shake under their feet bec- 
ause we will resort to our des- 
tructive method if they don’t stop 
their manoeuvres against Syria 
and Islamic Jihad." thecallersaid. 

The group has been attacking 
Western . targets in foe Middle 
East for about three years, inc- 
luding suicide truck bombs that 
killed some 300 French and U.S. 
servicemen in Beirut in 1983.

Envoy says Libya will 
retaliate over sanctions 


PtKING ( R) — A Libyan official 
said on Friday Tripoli would ret- 
aliate against countries which 
imposed sanctions against it. 

“Whatever they do to us, we 
will do the same," former Prime 
Minster Abdul Ati Ibrahim AI 
Obaidi. A special envoy of Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi, told 
reporters. 

"If they expel any of us. we will 
do the same. If they work against 
us economically, we have a lot of 
other countries and friends who 
can always deal with them." 

Mr. Obaidi briefed Premier 
Zhao Ziyang and other Chinese 
leaders are part of an international 
tour to secure international sup- 
port for Libya in the wake of the 
UJS. air raid on Libya last month. 

He said European states had 
been pressured to apply sanctions 
by the United States which had 
used unproven allegations of Lib- 
yan terrorism as a pretext for att- 
acking it. 

Mr. Obaidi said Tripoli was sat- 
isfied with China’s condemnation 
of the U-S. bombing and did not 
need any military aid from Peking. 

He added that Libya condoned 
violence against oppressors such 
as attack by the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) aga- 
inst Israeli targets.

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Alia seeking syndicated 
loan for Airbus purchase 


AMMAN (R) — Alia, the Royal 
Jordankn Airline , is seeking a $70 
to 80 million loan to finance initial 
payment for 12 Airbus passenger 
jets worth $600 million, banking 
sources told Reuterson Thursday. 
The sources had no other details 

of foe planned loan, for which foe 
state-owned airline has received 
government 'authorisation, but 
said the aircraft deal would be fin- 
anced through leasing arr- 
angements with banks mandated 
to raise the loan. 

Alia, which raised a S20-millk)iL 
two-year syndicated credit in last 
March, would have no difficulty 
.raising the new loan, the sources 
added. 


The airline signed a contract in 
Paris last Friday for six A310- 
300s and six smaller A320 jets 
from the Airbus Industrie con- 
sortium, which groups man- 
ufacturers from France, West 
Germany, Britain and Spain. 

It also took options on three 
more A3 10-3 00s, which seat 191 
passengers and four narrow- 
bodied A320s. 

The Airbuses will start rep- 
lacing Alia's aging fleet of Boe- 
ing 707 and 727 jets from the first 
quarter of 1987. 

Alia is expected to decide on 
which engines will power the new 
aircraft later this month. 


Experts find Bronze Age 
city at! Tel A1 Sadia 


AMMAN <Petra) — A team of 
British excavafoVtQhtvsday made 
two archaeological ou^veries in 
the northern Jordan Valley area of 
Tel AJ Sadia where they found a 
large city daring' back to the Bro- 
nze Age and a courtyard from the 
first era of Islam. 

The team of archaeologists 
hum the British Museum are cur- 
rently excavating the Tel A1 
Wia area in cooperation with the 
Department of Antiquities and 
Yannouk University. 

Mr. Jonathan Top. head of the 
team, told foe Jordanian News 
Agency, Petra, that the city, loc- 
ated on top of Sadia hill, has no 
walls to protect it which indicates 
■that it was erected in a period of 
peace. Mr. Top added that the 
team's studies on the Tel area rev- 
ealed that foe city was devastated 
in 2800 B.C. by a huge fire. The 
team also discovered a large cem- 


etery dating back to 1250 B.C. — 
the end of the Late Bronze Age 
and foe beginning of foe First Iron 
Age. 

The walls of tombs were cut 
from the inside which suggests 
that foe city's inhabitants passed 
through period when they lived in 
fear and used the tombs for hid- 
eouts. Mr. Top explained. 

According to foe teara'sstudies, 
foe Tel was uninhabited for 150 
years after the city was burnt by 
the fire and later people resettled 
in foe area after foe city was tra- 
nsformed into an industrial centre 
with foe majority of the pop- 
ulation working in weaving and 

textiles.

Young artists display distinctive 
styles at school’s exhibition

AMMAN — Covering foe walls of 
the French Cultural Centre this 
week — like a rich and colourful 
wallpaper — are over 350 pai- 
ntings by the students from the 
College of foe Sisters of Nazereth. 
Four deep and side by side, the 
paintings in this now annual, and 
always enjoyable, event are mos- 
tly the work of the six classes of 1 4 
to 17 year old students taught by 
Jordanian artist Fouad Mimi. Fifty 
have been submitted from the rest 
of the school. 

Framed in white cardboard, the 
subject matter of the paintings 
varies, but more often than not it 
seems that the local landscapes 
and foe people foat inhabit them 
have been the main source of the 
girls inspiration. This is partly due 
to Mr. Minus influence as he enc- 
ourages the students to look aro- 
und when out on a picnic and to 
take photographs. Mostly, how- 
ever, it is the girls themselves who 
w ish to depict these scenes, for as. 
Mr. Mimi laughingly says: “They 
ask me to tell them what to do. so I 
tell them and then they go and do 
something else!” 

Hetory of art 

Mr. Mimi considers it more 
important to teach the students 
about the history of art as he bel- 
ieves this builds up their con- 
fidence. "I show them samples 
from each school, each period of 


art. and sometimes, a student who 
has produced something good dan 
relate to it and this gives them foe 
courage to go on and develop their 
idea," said Mr. Mimi. 

Perhaps because of this app- 
roach. some of foe students are 
already developing their own 
style, their pieces being readily 
picked out from among foe rest. 
Take, for example, foe work of 16 
year old Abeer Abu Hwaig whose 
landscapes are made up of thick 
brushstrokes of colour. In front of 
a row of trees she has depicted a 
little lake entirely composed of 
blocky shades of blue that gra- 
dually pales, showing that Abeer 
has seen how light plays on water 
and has tried to catch its effect 

Duriya Mango has also pro- 
duced some very interesting and 
distinctive work. The cha- 
racteristic feature of her paintings 
being large swirls of colour. In an' 
almost abstract landscape a lame 
mass of rushing pink is pierced By 
sharp points of Mack foat seem to 
splay out fro ci foe centre. Ano- 
ther lovely piece by Duriya is of a 
wo man . her head haloed by a mass 
of thick red hair, dancing. The 
angle of the body, its position in 


foe picture, foe fairytale dress and 
the simple, but boldly applied 
background, make this a striking 
image.

Sixteen year old Rula Sudah has 
produced interesting effect by- 
painting on transparent pieces of 
plastic. The rich translucent col- 
ours make her abstract, her design 
and her wonderful fish glow with

Cropping patterns have helped regulate 
agribusiness, ministry official says 


AMMAN (Petra) — Initial results 
from the application of the agr- 
icultural cropping pattern system 
in agriculture are encouraging and 
the government is determined to 
go ahead with applying the system 
in cooperation with farmers and 
crop producers in Jordan.

Saiid Al Zuhair, director of agr- 
icultural planning at foe Ministry 
of Agriculture, said Friday. 

In a statement to foe Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, Mr. Zuhair 
said foat his ministry will conduct 
a comprehensive assessment of 
the results since foe application of 
the system was introduced in 
1 985 . However, initial results ind- 
icate that the farmers were, m the 
majority of cases, very coo- 
perative and achieved good results 
and a bumper output Mr. Zuhair 
continued. 

The need for foe application of 
the cropping pattern system was 
primarily due to the development 
of agriculture in Jordan and the 
modern techniques that have been 
•used in the production and pro- 
cessing of crops over the past years 
which together resulted in a not- 
iceable increase in output in turn 
creating a marketing problem, Mr. 
Zuhair explained. He went cm to 
•say foat foe new system aims at

foe local market and leaving a sur- 
plus for export. 

The application of the system is 
notan interference in the fanners' 
work but is rather a means for org- 
anising Jordan's agricultural pro- 
duction for foe benefit of farmers 
and the national economy, Mr. 
Zuhair stressed. 

Under the new system, he con- 
tinued. Jordan has started to pro- 


jduce sufficient onions, potatoes, 
garlic, carrots and fodder, to suf-

previous circumstances. The sys- 
tem also helps avoid foe problem 
of huge surpluses of certain types 
of crops and foe absence from the 
market of others which were in 
great demand by the public and 
which were previously imported 
from abroad, he said.

Egyptian-Libyan rivalry in Sudan enters new phase

KHARTOUM — The subtle riv- 
alry between Egypt and Libya to 
gam influence in neighbouring 
Sudan has entered a new phase 
with Sadeq Al Mahdi at the helm 
of a new Sudanese government 
- Diplomats say Mahdi, weighed 
down with acute economic pro- 
blems and a bush war in southern 
Sudan, has little choice but to keep . 
both Egypt and Libya jockeying 
for leverage. 

They say Mahdi, sworn in last 
week as head of Sudan's first 
democratic government in 17 
years, has to balance generous aid 
from Libya against strong his- 
torical links with Egypt. t 


Fora decade until the ouster of 
President Jaafar Numeiri in April 
1985, Egypt and Sudan were at 
loggerheads with Libya. 

They repeatedly accused Col- 
onel Muammar Qadhafi of med- 
dfing in their internal affairs and 
sought U.S. military assistance in 
the face of what they saw as Lib- 
yan threats. 

But in the past year, Sudan has 
embarked on a rapprochement 
with Libya, which has provided 
free ofl and military support and 
made a merger offer. 

Egypt, its ties with Libya still 
strained, has watched with con- 
cern. Egyptian worries have been 
compounded by rejecting Kha-‘ 
rto urn’s call to extradite Numeiri 
and by Sudan suspending a 1982 


integration pact. 

Libya’s interest in Sudan is part 
of QadhafTs dream of Arab unity 
and spreading Arab nationalism. 

Egypt has traditionally con- 
cerned itself with events in Sudan 
to protect its share of the water 
from the River.Nile — its lifeline 
— and ties go back to pharaonic 
times. 

Diplomats said the 50-year-old 
British-educated Mahdi could try 
to play off the two neighbours aga- 
inst each other to reap what each 
could offer in financial, military 
and economic aid. 

This strategy bore fruit for the 
interim military government after 
Numeirfs overthrow. Khartoum 
succeeded in enlisting military 
support from Egypt and Libya to 


counter stepped-up rebel activity 
in the south last March. 

Libya, which until Numeirfs 
downfall supported the rebels of 
tiie Sudan People’s Liberation 
Army (SPLA>. lent Khartoum 
two bombers to use against them. 
Egypt also responded with arms. 

Diplomats expect Mahdi will 
look to Libya and other oil-rich 
Arab countries for financial ass- 
istance to ease Sudan’s awesome 
economic problems. 

. The country is on the verge of 
bankruptcy, burdened by a for- 
eign debt estimated at & 10 billion, 
falling export earnings and inf- 
lation running at 40 per cent. 

But closer ties with Libya could 
jeopardise Mahdi’s desire to rep- 
air relations with the United Sta- 


tes, its main aid donor. 

The United States, which is hos- 
tile to Qadhafi, has already exp- 
ressed dismay at the Khartoum- 
Tripoli thaw. 

The US. last month evacuated 
more than 200 embassy staff and 
dependents from Khartoum after 
an employee was shot and badly 
wounded just hours after Ame- 
rican jets bombed iTripoli. 

“If Mahdi wants relations with 
Washington back to normal, the 
U.S. embassy must first have its 
staff back in place," said a senior 
Arab diplomat. 

“To do this, the Americans 
must be 'convinced Khartoum is 
secure. This will be at the expense 
of Libya’s presence.” 

The diplomat said Mahdi. who 


led a Libyan -backed attempt to 
topple Numeiri in the ! 970s, has 
already made discreet moves to 
trim Libyan, dements in Kha- 
rtoum. 

Mahdi, meanwhile, has been 
sending mixed signals to Cairo on 
the future of relations. He has 
spoken publicly of the historic ties 
which bind Egypt and Sudan, but 
shaipiy criticised relations. 'with 
I Egypt under Numeiri. 

He called for a full review of 
relations and said he would press 
demands for the extradition of 
Numeiri, who has been living hi 
Cairo since his overthrow. Sudan 
wants Numeiri to stand trial on 
charges of corruption and helping 
to transfer Ethiopian Jews to Isr- 
ael through Sudan is 1984-85.

Soviet foreign policy 
control shifts from 


ministry to party

MOSCOW — The focus of Soviet 
foreign policy-making appears to 
be shifting from the foreign min- 
istry to the ruling Communist 
Party following the departure last 
July of powerful veteran Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, acc- 
ording to Western diplomats. 

A central figure is former Was- 
hington ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin, who was brought back 
to Moscow to a key party job by 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev in March after more than 
24 years in one of the world's top 
diplomatic posts, they said. 

Kremlin-watchers at Western 
embassies say Dobrynin is the eff- 
ective head of the International 
Department of the Communist 
Party Central Committee. 

Under the Soviet system, real 
decision-making power lies with 
'the party while ministries are lar- 
gely executive bodies that put 
party policies into practice. 

During Gromyko’s 28-year 
stewardship the foreign ministry 
became an exception. 

But with Gromyko’s departure 
the centre of gravity seems to have 
begun a shift from the ministry to 
the party. 

According to Western dip- 
lomats, Georgy Kornienko, a spe- 
cialist on the United States, is rep- 
orted to be moving over from the 
foreign ministry to join fellow 
heavyweight Vadim Zagladln as 
joint first deputy heads of the dep- 
artment 

Kornienko served at the Was- 
hington embassy in 1.960-65. dur- 
ing Dobrynin’s stint as amb- 
assador, and also worked in the 
foreign ministry’s U.S. dep- 
artment, the diplomats say. 

Dobrynin, 66. was appointed a 
central committee secretary in 
March, a post ranking just below 
the ruling politburo. Since then he 
has been prominent in welcoming 
committees dad during meeting 
with visiting foreign dignitaries 
such as Angolan President Jose 
Eduardo dos Santos, who was in 
Moscow last week. 

This reinforces the view that he 
has effectively taken over from 
veteran Boris Ponomaryov, who 
stepped down from the politburo 
in March after many years with an 
important foreign policy role. 

The diplomats said they exp- 
ected the newly reinforced Int- 


ernational Department to take 
prime responsibility for East- 
West relations, with Kornienko 
handling the United States and 
Zagladin Western Europe. 

Under the new scenario, the 
diplomats suggested, the foreign 
ministry would concentrate on 
1 ess-prestige fields such as ties 
with the Third World, i 

The foreign ministry is beaded 
by Eduard Shevardnadze, ’for- 
merly party leader of the southern 
republic of Georgia and a pol- 
itical! who had little foreign policy 
experience before his app- 
ointment last July. 

Shevardnadze hinted at the idea 
of greater central control of for- 
eign policy at the party congress 
last March with a suggestion that 
foreign policy organs should not 
consider themselves above cri- 
ticism. 

The only officially publicised 
move in recent weeks has been the 
promotion of Anatoly Kovalyov 
from the rank of a deputy foreign 
minister to be a first deputy min- 
ister, the position also held by 
Kornienko. 

The Western diplomats said 
ambassador to Paris Yuti Vor- 
ontsov was rumoured to have 
been also promoted to be a first 
deputy foreign minister. Vor- 
ontsov is another former associate 
of Dobrynin with experience in 
the Washington embassy in 
1966-77. 

Gorbachev has also presided 
over change in toe propaganda 
field over the past few months, set- 
ting op a single, centralised entity 
forboth internal and external pub- 
licity. 

The diplomats say toe central 
committee's International Inf- 
ormation Department,- formerly 
headed by Yevgehy Zamyatin, has 
been absorbed into the pro- 
paganda department. 

Overall control is exercised by 
Alexander Yakovlev, who like 
Dobrynin was brought into the top 
echelon as a party secretary in 
March. 

The abrasive Zamyatin’s recent 
appointment as ambassador to 
Loadon has effectively removed 
him from the centre of power Cor 
toe time being, the diplomats said. 

The dispersal of his department 
has been completed with the app- 
ointment of his two former first 
deputies as editor of an ideological 
magazine and head of a copyright 
agency. 


Tunisian cabinet changes 
pose succession question

TUNIS — A flurry of cabinet cha- 
nges by a revitalised President 
Habib Bourguiba has eroded the 
power of Prime Minister Moh- 
amed Mzali. 

But diplomats and politicals 
say it is unclear whether they aff- 
ect the long-running issue of Tun- 
isia’s presidential succession. 

Mzali, the 82-year-old Pre- 
sident's designated successor, has 
lost his personal control of toe int- 
erior ministry and seen his closest 
associates dismissed in the recent 
changes. 

Yet diplomats and politicians 
question whether Bourguiba's 
weekly cabinet reshuffles since 
April 7 wfll end up by touching 
Mzali himself. 

In a marked change of pre- 
sidential style in the past six 
months, Bourguiba has taken in 
hand day-to-day government bus- 
iness. radically altering toe pol- 
itical patchwork. 

His switch to a more active role 
follows a period of temporarily 
restricted activity following a rec- 
urrence of heart problmes in Nov- 
ember, 1984. 

Since Mzah’s appointment in 
1980, he had confined himself to 
laying down the broad outlines of 
■policy. 

Briskly taking up the reins, 
again, he has launched a major' 
anti-corruption campaign in rec- 
ent months as a result of which his 
wife's son-in-law, among other 
prominent personalities con- 
sidered dose to her, was jailed for 
fraud. 

His wife, WassQa Bourguiba, 
was also disgraced and no longer 


lives in Carthage Palace. 

Bourguiba also dismissed his 
own son , who he publicly rebuked 
for intervening in favour of an 
accused in toe corruption inv- 
estigation, fro m the post of adviser 
to the president last December. 

In six announcements of cabinet 
changes the year, he has sacked 
eight ministers- 

Three dose associates of Mzali . 
were sacked in toe changes — 
Civfl Service Minister Mezri.Che- 
kir. who was bis right-hand man. 
Education Minister Frej Chedii 
and Culture Minister Bechir Ben 
Slama. A diplomat here describes - 
the dismissals as an “erosion of 
Mzali ’s influence on the gov- 
ernment." 

Despite the action against the 
prime minister’s associates, dip- 
lomats and politicians say there is 
■no clear candidate other than 
I Mzali to succeed Bourguiba, apart 
(possibly from the president's own 
son. 

. Mzali. who took on the add- 
itional job of interior minister at 
the time of bloody bread riots in 
;1984, lost the post last month. 

Mzali’s premiership began with 
.an initial period of political lib- 
eralisation in which the trade uni- 
ons grew active once more after ^ 
general strike and bloody clashes 
with police in 1984. 

Some opposition political par- 
ties were recognised, independent 
and opposition newspapers flo- 
urished, as well as organisations 
for the defence of public rights and 
liberties. 

But economic problems, inc- 
luding toe latest crash of toe price 
,of oQ, Tunisia’s largest foreign 
.currency earner, prompted a new 
’government crackdown. 



Out goes apartheid, in comes ‘cooperative coexistence’

CAPE TOWN — Apartheid is a 
dirty word in South African gov- 
ernment .circles these days. Cab- 
inet ministers prefer to use toe 
term “cooperative coexistence.'' 

Racial discrimination is out too, 
replaced by “differentiation,'' and 
South Africa is no longer full of 
separate races, only different 
“groups" or “communities." 

Over toe years this troubled 
country has undergone a bew- 
ildering series of linguistic ref- 
orms, obscuring some real and 
some not- so- real changes and lea- 
ving today’s South Africans to 
argue over whether apartheid is 
dead, dying or alive and kidring. 

South Africans argue feverishly 
in private and in public about the 
nature of toe protests sweeping 
the nation’s black townships. 
So me call itrevolutionorcivfl war, 
others unrest. 

Some will even bet on toe date 
when toe first black president will 
take office and end 300 years of 
white rule on the southern tip of 
Africa. 

With toe recent demise of toe 
hated pass laws restricting free 
movement, many blacks should at 
last begin to feel the benefit of 
reforms introduced by President 
P.W. Botha since he came to 
power in 1978. 

But black politicians, including 
leaders of toe African National 
Congress (ANC), want more than 
integrated toilets, multiracial bea- 
ches and freedom of move- 
ment. 

They, and the increasingly rad- 
ical children of toe townships, 
want toe minority whites to hand 
over real political and economic 
power. 

The ANC, founded in 1912 as a 
peaceful organisation to cha- 
mpion black rights, enjoys wid- 
espread support among blacks. 
Outlawed in 1960, it has waged a 
guerrilla 1 war against Pretoria ever 
since. Its leader Nelson Mandela is 
serving a life jail sentence for sab- 
otage and plotting revolution. 

“Blacks are no longer int- 
erested in ad hoc adjustments to 


apartheid which are grudgingly 
made," leading blade churchman 
Bishop Desmond Tutu tokl a pub- 
lic meeting recently. 

“We are interested now in pol- 
itical power," he said. “That is the 
name of the game." 

It is a game which Botha may 
not want to play, at least not by the 
same rules. 

Government leaders and 60 per 
cent of South Africa's 4.8 million 
whites are Dutch-descended Afr- 
ikaners with no other home. 

, Many right-wing whites criticise 
'Botha for his reforms to apa- 
rtheid, accusing him 6 £ yielding to 
Cn mmunis m.flnd: paving the Way 
for black rute^RefornijlBotha said 
recen damped? the. cooperation of 
whiles in general and Afrikaners 
in particular. 

“Without toe majority erf Afr- 
ikaners, this country cannot make 
a success of it," he said in par- 
liament — a new parliament which 
for the first time includes Indians 
land coloureds (people of mixed 
■ race) but not the majority blacks. 

“When you threaten me or try 
to hurry me on, you must rem- 
ember that I must take toe Afr- 
ikaner along, without giving him 
the feeling that he has been dis- 
carded,” Botha told coloured par- 
liamentarians. 

White settlers, led by Jan van 
Riebeeck of the Dutch East India 
Company, first came to the Cape 
in 1652. The Afrikaners, and later 
English colonists, fought black 
tribes and finally each other at the 
tum of this century in the Boer 
War. 

As Botha is! food of saying, his 
ruling white’ National Party (NP) 
was not alone in introducing racial 
discrimination in South Africa. So 
did toe British colonists. 

The NP, formed in 1914, is an 
Afrikaner nationalist party now 
gaining increasing support from 
English-Speaking whites. 

After winning power in 1948 it 
set about reinforcing and cod- 
ifying race discrimination.

Dutch wrestle with unemployment as election nears

AMSTERDAM — Dutch pol- 
iticians are seeking to tackle high 
unemployment without damaging 
a fragile economic recovery in toe 
run-up to a general election on

; Lubbers has made much of falling 
jobless figures in toe past two 

years. 

The number of registered une- 
mployed fell to 725,000 in March, 
still high at 15 per cent of toe wor- 
king population, excluding the 
self-employed, but a big imp- 
rovement on 850,000 at the mid- 
1984 peak. 

Recent strikes by metal workers 
and workers in toe Netherlands’- 
extensive dairy industry focused 
on demands for shorter hours to 
'create more jobs, a key element in 
toe policy of toe increasingly- 
popular opposition Labour Party 
(PVDA). . *

This stars John Thaw 
(ex-“Sweeney”),as Henry Wiltos, 
who is re-united with his fong-Iost 
son Matthew after seven years 
when the latter walks out on his 
mother and the man die' left his 
father for. Henry, and his daily 
help Mrs. T.. (no, not THAT Mrs. 
T), find that the generation-gap is 
more than an abstraction when 
they have to contend with Mic- 
hael* s rock music, joss sticks, punk 
girl-friends and various other you- 
thful manifestations. Add the fact 
that Mum does not want her son 
back, and the scene is set. Since it 
is written by Eric Chappell, author 
of "Rising Damp.” this series sou- 
nds promising. 

Documentaries 

To start with, Ramadan In The 
World, (every night after the 
News At Ten), continues with hs 
well -photographed and inf- 
ormative studies of bow Ramadan 
is celebrated in the myriad Islamic 
communities around the globe. 
This has some justifiable claim to 
being a truly Jordanian pro- 
duction. To start with, it is nar- 
rated by Nadim Swalha, whose 
brother Nabil is a driving force at 
the Haya Arts Centre, and has 
long been a local star of stage and 
screen. (He recently starred* as 
President Roosevelt in "Annie” ' 
and currently can be seen as a 
member of a Bedouin band of fug- 
itives in a Channel One "Arabic 
Series” being shown daily at 4:45. 
He’s the one with the two-tone 
beard!) Furthermore Ramadan In 
The World is produced by Yassar 

Durra. one of the first directors for 
JTV and currently working in 
England as an international TV 
reporter. 

Then there is another Islamic 
Dialogue on Wednesday night, 
between a group of Islamic sch- 
olars and hosted by Farouk Jarrar, 
from the Al Al Bait foundation. 
Also in this context one could inc- 
lude The Scientific Legacy Of The 
Arab World, which tonight takes 
as its theme Astronomy, a field in 
which the Arab World literally set 
the pace. 

Elsewhere in the documentary 
field, tomorrow (Sunday) has the 
third instalment of The World 
Challenge, in which the sheer 
force of the message continues to 
rise above the irritating graphics. 
Last week had a snip from an old 
news-reel that will live long in the 
memory. Asked a reporter of a 
Belgian settler: "What do you like 


about living here?” Answered 
•due: “I like belptog the Eur- 
opeans” He; “Why the Eur- 
opeans?" She: “Because the 
blades aren’t worth it." Thank you 
and good night. This week’s epi- 
sode sets out to show that she was 
in a minority. The blacks were 
"Worth it,” at least as far as pro- 
ducing sudi luxury goods as ban- 
anas, copper, gold, diamonds, 
cocoa, etc. But wait a minute. 
Doesn’t concentrating on these 
items to the exclusion of all else 
disrupt the local ecological bal- 
ance? Not our worry, old chap. 
But they haven't got enough food 
or local industry. Oh, well, sell 
them lots of high-technology and 
advanced industry (at very hi gh 
interest, naturally). But that is not 
what they want, and now they are 
dying of starvation. Oh, dear. Per- 
haps they would like to buy some 
Weapons? Yes, today’s sordid 
tale of greed and shortsight- 
edness: so much waste in the past, 
so much opportunity for a disaster 
in the future (or sooner). 

Feature films and detectives 

Tonight's film is Splendour hi 
TTie Grass. It is not, however, the 
1961 version starring Warren 
Beatty and Natalie Wood, but a 
more recent Made-For-TV ada- 
ptation . The plot-line though sho- 
uld be the same, dealing with an 
adolsescent love-affair in a small 
Kansas town in the 1920’s. Thu- 
rsday’s offering is called Ultimate 
ThrlL A business-man and his 
wife decide to take some time off 
and enjoy some ice-skating. Unf- 
ortunately, the wife is pestered by 
a young man. Her husband takes 
offence at this and chases the afo- 
rementioned young man, in a -hel- 
icopter. I should perhaps add that 
the husband has a history of men- 
tal illness. 

As far as detectives go, tom- 
orrow (Sunday) has The Master 
tangling with a gang who have a 
monopoly on the produce of a 
local community. Hopefully he 
will take the opportunity to unveil 
another of his baffling tricks, 
along the lines of disappearing in a 
flash of smoke and dying at will 
(last week). Monday’s Murder, 
She Wrote discovers an old lady 
slowly dying in hospital. Too slo- 
wly for someone, obviously, since 
she is helped on her way and her 
will gets altered. Whoever is res- 
ponsible did nor reckon on Jessica 
Fletcher. Last week Hie Equalizer 
found himself involved in a truly 
sordid world of CIA-induced 
double-cross. Thankfully this 
Tuesday he can return to the tra- 
nquil domestic world of New 
York, and a gang of drug-dealers 
who are busy collaring the entire 
city supply of narcotics, pha- 
rmacies and all. As for Hunter 
(Friday), he has to deal with a dis- 
traught wife who is an eye-witness 
of the brutal slaying of her bus- 
band at home, bitf who will not 
cooperate with the police. But all 
of the above are merely standard 
run-of-the-mill detective fare, and 
pale in comparison withe the new 
series for Mondays.

Drama 

Adam Dalglish returns in The 
Black Tower. Ray Marsden stars 
as P.D. James’s super-sleuth, the 
debonair, caustic, refined and 
poetry-writing chief Inspector. 
First there was "Death Of An 
Expert Witness", then “Shroud 
For A Nightingale" and, most rec- 
ently, "Cover Her Face.” Int- 
erestingly. the first two series 
spent at least one episode setting 
foe scene before introducing the 
good detective, but more recent 
efforts have found Mr. Marsden 
demanding such an astronomical 
fee that foe producers have fek 
forced to justify it by introducing

the students continued their dem- 
onstrations and acts of rioting and 
sabotage within the campus. They 
smashed doors and windows and 
damaged anything they could lay 
•» hands cm. 

"In foe meantime, foe uni- 
versity administration sought the 
help of a number of prominent 
personalities in Irbid in a bid to 
persuade the students to stop their 
actions and end the chaos and 
sabotage and leave the campus in 
peace. 

"The dialogue with foe students 
continued late into the night, but 
they showed no response to all 
peaceful bids. In view of the sit- 
uation and acting in response to 
urgent appeals from the staff and 
the majority of students, foe adm- 
inistration called the police in to 
end all forms of rioting and sab- 
otage and to restore security and 
order to the university campus. ■ 

’’Following foe administration’s 
caJL unarmed policemen entered 
the campus at l :00 ajn. and asked 
* the students to leave. But they 
were met with stones and empty 
bottles being hurled on them, inj- 
uring 18 police officers who were 
later taken to hospital for tre- 


atment. 

“In the ensuing confrontation 
and foe continuous throwing of 
stones and bottles two female 
students. Maha Mohammad 
(jasem and Marwa Taher Al She- 
ikh, and a male student, Ibrahim 
Mohammad Mahmoud Hamdan, 
died, pnd several others were sli- 
ghtly injured and treated in bos- 
pital- 

" Police later took control of foe 
situation and reestablished sec- 


urity and order in the campus. 
Several of the students who ins- 
tigated the trouble were arrested 
and they are being questioned by 
the police.” 

The Interior Ministry statement 
expressed regret over foe acts of 
rioting which aimed at damaging 
the university’s reputation and the 
regrettable loss of life that res- 
ulted from foe disturbances at the 
hands of "a group of tro- 
ublemakers who went astray.” 


The statement said that foe 
government will allow no-one to 
tamper with the Kingdom’s sec- 
urity and stability or try to cause 
danger or sabotage to any Jor- 
danian institution. It said strict 
measures will be taken against 
those who try to harm the cou- 
ntry’s security and the safety of 
Jonianian citizens. 

Later. Yarmouk University iss- 
ued a statement suspending final 
examinations until further notice.

that wanted to inspect a third. 

Iran’s navy commander has also 
threatened to send his fleet into 
action if U.S. warships interfere 
with inspections. . 

Mr. Khamenei also threatened 
that Iran would attack Baghdad in 
retaliation for an alleged Iraqi 
bombing of an Iranian train that 
caused nearly 300 casualties. 
Iran’s official Jslaraic Republic 
News Agency (IRNA) reported. 

"It is our duty to defend our 
people and take revenge." Mr. 
Khamenei said. "We will also 
avenge those martyred in the Iraqi 
attack on foe passenger train.”

In Moscow, the Soviet news 
agency TASS said on Thursday 
Israel' had sharply stepped up 
“aggressive preparations” against 
Syria, concentrating troops in the 
Golan Heights and southern Leb- 
anon. 

TASS said foe military pre- 
parations. carried out in close 
cooperation with the United Sta- 
tes. followed "groundless far- 
fetched" charges of Syria’s inv- 
olvement in "terrorism.’’ 

Britain had also actively joined 
the "anti-Syrian campaign” by 
expelling three Syrian diplomats, 
it added, noting that the US. air- 
force used bases in Britain to lau- 
nch its bombing attacks on Libya 
in April. 

"Just as in Libya’s case, imp- 
erialist circles with the U.S. at the 
head obviously do not like foe 
todepenent course carried out by 
Syria and the consistent stand of 
that country against separate cap- 
itulatory versions of a Middle East 
settlement under an American- 
Israeli scenario,” TASS said. 

Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadli Klibi said to Mos- 
cow on Thursday that Syria could 
be attacked and warned countries 


with foe power to influence Mid- 
dle East affairs to consider their 
actions. He left Thursday night 
afteru three-day visit to foe Soviet 
Union. 

In Washington, Edward Dje- 
rejian. the deputy White House 
press secretary for international 
affairs, said foe United States was 
urging Israel and Syria to exercise 
caution in spite of current "hei- 
ghtened tensions” in Lebanon. 

Speaking at the Foreign Press 
.Centre in Washington, Djerejian 
said that "we have been in regular 
contact with both (Israel and 
Syria), urging caution" on both 
sides. 

State Department deputy spo- 
kesman Charles Redman told 
questioners on Thursday that Uni- 
ted States did not see any ind- 
ications that current tensions bet’ 
ween Israel and Syria will lead to 
hostilities. 

He noted that Secretary of State 
George Shultz had remarked that 
new Syrian trenches or for- 
tifications near the Israeli- 
Lebanese border are the latest in a 
series of developments going back 
several months which have hei- 
ghtened tensions between Israel 
and Syria. 


Foreign competitors 
upset Mideast dancers 


ABU DHABI, UAE (AP) - A 
pulsating Arab drum sounds. With 
foe flick of a hjp and the rustle of 
beads, an American belly dancer 
steps into the spotlight on foe sup- 
per club stage of one of Abu 
Dhabi's leading hotels. 

’Rachel Cooper, or Rawia as he 
calls herself, is a 20-year-old from 
New York City, one of dozens of 
Western belly dancers from the 
'United States. Holland. Spain. 
Canada, England and Japan wor- 
king in the Middle East to the 
mounting anger of their Arab col- 
leagues. 

"They are stealing the money 
out of our mouths." said Arnira 
Amin, an Egyptian dancer who 
- was to perform later. 

"There’s nothing oriental about 
her,” observed Ms. Amin. "Rac- 
hel resembles more a corporate 
executive than a belly dancer.” 

The undulating dancers of the 
Middle East, who have remained 
untroubled in foeir art for ages, 
now complain bitterly about what 
they call the unorthodox int- 
ruders. 

The Egyptian and Lebanese 
dancers, who have enjoyed a near 
monopoly on the art in foe Middle 
East, complain that the new for- 
eign dancers are lowering foe sta- 
ndards and. more important, und- 
erpricing them. ■ 

Wages have dropped more than 
50 per cent since foe U 5. dancers 
began coming to the Middle East, 
they said. 

A belly dancer now is lucky to 
get 5>200 a night. Two years ago 
they could expect 5.500. The Arab 
women say foeir foreign com- 
petitors work for as little as 5 1 00 a 
night. 

Ms. Amo said she now earns 
5.150 a night and shortly will be 
replaced by a U.S. dancer at foe 
Dubai cabaret where she has app- 
ared frequently. 

"You can’t blame the American 
dancers for foe Middle East rec- 
ession," counters Ms. Cooper. 

She calls the accusations of 
underpricing “baloney" (non- 
sense). She contends that with the 
fall in oil prices and the recession 
in the Gulf area dubs are not 
doing as well as they used to, and 
therefore owners are only willing 


to pay lower rates to dancers. 

The available work is shrinking 
because foe oil boom days are 
over for Arab nightclubs, and bec- 
ause the rise of Islamic fun- 
damentalism has kept many dan- 
cers out. 

Kuwait, Bahrain and Qatar ban 
such dancing to deference to local 
religious feelings! 

The gulf war also has had its 
impact. Iraqi cabaret owners now 
cannot offer belly dancers pay- 
ment in dollars, only in non- 
transferable local currency. 

Still foreign dancers work in 
much of the Middle East, and 
many perform in Syria, which is 
considered the motherland of 
Arab nationalism. 

Most of the foreign dancers are 
Americans, many from California 
and New York where schools of 
oriental dancing operate. There 
are thought to be about 2,000 U -S. 
belly dancers, according to sou- 
rce.* in the entertainment industry. 

Arab dancers contend the per- 
formances by U.S. dancers arc 
unvaried and lack spontaneity. 
They say the Western women are 
just dancing the steps they have 
been taught, and that the Ame- 
rican women show more flesh. 

“For us. it is something we feel 
deep inside.” said Ms. Amin. 

Ms. Cooper said her oriental 
dancing is the result of six years of 
serious study of the music and the 
dance. 

Arab women also complain the 
U.S. women are in foe Middle 
East “only for foe money." 

Beirut impresario Toros Sir- 
anossian. who represents both 
U.S. and Arab dancers, said that 
may be true. In foe United States, 
he said, oriental dancers earn only 
about 575 a night. Arab nig- 
htclubs to the United States also 
are closing for lack of business, 
throwing many U.S. dancers out 
of work. 

The U.S. dancers are popular 
with Arab audiences, said Sir- 
anossian. 

"They are curious to see them, 
and many rimes they are more 
beautiful than the Arab women." 
He said bluntly. "But there is not- 
hing to match an Arab girl dancing 
an oriental belly dance." 


Some researchers 
optimistic, others 
uncertain about 
AIDS vaccine

BOSTON — A vaccine to stop the 
AIDS epidemic might be ready 
within four years if research- 
advances smoothly. But many 
uncertainties lie ahead, and some 
experts still wonder whether such 
a vaccine is even possible. 

A major test is about to begin 
that could answer some of these 
questions. 

Chimpanzees at several labs in 
foe United States will be given an 
experimental vaccine, then exp- 
ose to foe Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome virus to see 
if they are shielded from infection . 

When the chimp studies are 
done, it could be possible to “have 
something ready to go inL. jrn- 
ans(for testing) in 1988,” said Dr. 
George Galasso of foe National 
Institute of Health. “ And a couple 
of years after that, you could have 
a vaccine — if everything went like 
clockwork and everything wor- 
ked." 

Dr. Gerald Quitman of the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
says an experimental vaccine 
might be ready for human testing 
even sooner. 

"I don’t want to be overly opt- 
imistic,” he said, "but I think 
looking somewhere around foe 
end of this calendar year as a tar- 
get isn’t totally out of the que- 
stion." 

Galasso's optimism is not sha- 
red by all AIDS experts. 

Dr.Shiu-Lok Hu, a vaccine res- 
earcher at Oncogen, a bio- 
technology company in Seattle, 
said, “We really cannot say for 
sure that a vaccine is even pos- 
sible. We know much more about 
influenza than AIDS virus. But 
there still is not a very good vac- 
cine for influenza on foe horizon.’’ 

AIDS is a virus that attacks 
blood cells and breaks down the 
victim's immunity to infections. It 
enters the body via foe tra- 
nsmission of blood or semen, 
which is why homosexuals are 
hig h-risk groups as well as hem- 
ophiliacs who need regular blood 
transfusions. 

A total of 15,131 people in 43 
countries had AIDS as of Agu. 30. 
1985. .the: World Health Org- 
anisation said. But researchers 
also are faced with more than a 
million or so. healthy carriers of 
the virus. 

Over foe years, scientists have 
conquered other diseases by cra- 
fting vaccines from viruses. These 
viral vapeines don’t cause human 
illness, but they trick the body's 
immune system into arming itself 
against a disease-causing germ. 


The key to al I these vaccines are 
molecules known as antigens on 
foe surface of foe viruses. The 
body’s immune system recognises 
the shape of an antigen and pro- 
duces antibodies that match that 
shape. Once it sees an antigen, it 
remembers. So if a virus carrying 
the antigen slips into the blo- 
odstream again, the body attacks 
the germ and destroys it. 

Because the AIDS virus is so 
dangerous, however, many exp- 
erts doubt that a live or weakened 
version of foe microbe will be used 
as a vaccine . 

The best hope for a vaccine. 
Gal as so said, is something known 
as a subunit vaccine. This is foe 
protein that makes up the outer 
jacket, or envelope, of the vims. 
When foe protein is injected into 
goats and other creatures, the 
animals produce antibodies. In 
test tubes, these antibodies neu- 
tralise the AIDS virus. 

In foe planned experiment, 
chimps will be inoculated with a 
pure dose of this protein. Later 
they’ll receive the AIDS virus. 

Dr. Dani Bolognesi of Duke 
University said the chimp studies 
would attempt to find out if the 
vaccine protect the chimps from 
AIDS viruses that have identical 
envelope proteins, if it will work 
against viruses that have mutated 
to have somewhat different outer 
shells and if it will guard against 
viruses that are carried into the 
body within infected cells. 

The first of Bclognesfs que- 
stions touches on a crucial unc- 
ertainty: Can antibodies defeat’ 
foe AIDS virus? Victims of AIDS 
produce these antibodies to foe 
course of their disease, but they 
still die. However, many more 
people are infected with the AIDS 
virus but have not gotten sick. 

Even if a vaccine protects aga- 
inst one version of the AIDS virus, 
experts can’t be sure that it will 
disarm the germ’s cousins. The 
AIDS virus mutates with amazing 
speed, shifting its antigens as it 
goes. However, some portions of 
the envelope stay the same thr- 
ough these changes. 

No one knows whether these 
stable regions of the virus’ coat 
will prompt the production of eff- 
ective antibodies. 

Scientists at the Southwest 
Foundation for Biomedical Res- 
earch in San Antonio, Texas, have 
crafted artificial copies of the sta- 
ble regions of the virus and inj- 
ected these fragments into lab 
animals. The resulting antibodies 
are being checked in test tubes to 
see if they will neutralise the 
AIDS virus.

Sudan's new prime minister. 
Sadeq Al Mabdi. cabinet ministers 
and foreign ambassadors greeted 
Omar at the tomb of Mabdfs 
great-grandfather, the Mahdi who 
fought Sudan's British rulers in 
the 19th century. 


The ceremony, in one of the 
countries worst hit by' last year's 
African drought and famine, sta- 
rted fund-raising athletic events 
and fun runs in dozens of cou- 
ntries. organised by the top .star 
promoters of the "Band AkT * cha- 
rity record and the “Live Aid” 
concert which raised more than 
b 100 million. 

With thousands cheering. 
Mahdi presented flowers to Kha- 
lifa. who held high the burning 
torch as the temperature soared to 
40 centigrade. 

In one of his first speeches since 
becoming prime minis ter this 
month. Mabdi thanked those 
•who helped Africa at .large and 


Sudan in particular to erase eff- 
ects of drought and famine.” 

\ He hoisted a Sport Aid flag to 
end the ceremony. Khalifa then 
headed to Khartoum airport, 
where he .was to take a special 
flight to Athens, first stop on a 
whirlwind tour of 12 European cit- 
ies, m each of which he will run ioi 
kilometres. 


De Angelis dies in hospital after crash 


•MARSEILLE. France ( R) — Elio 
De Angelis. one of the top drivers 
on the" international Grand Prix 
motor racing circuit, died in hos- 
pital Thursday 24 hours after his 
Brabham cradled in a test run at 
the nearby Le CasteUet track. He 
was 28. 

De Angelis, an Italian, was the 
10th Formula One driver to be kil- 
led in an accident since 1973. 

His Brabham crashed while tra- 
velling at a speed of 270 Iqih after 
it lost a rear spoDer. He suffered 
bums and severe head injuries 
when die car spun off the track 
and doctors in the hospital here 
were unable to save his life. 

Colleagues of De Angelis, inc- 
luding France’s Patrick Tambay, 
said before the news of his death 
was announced that drivers wan- 
ted talks with Formula One off- 
icials over track safety. They also 
threatened to boycott the Belgian 
Grand Prix at Francorchamps 
near SPA on May 25. 

The president of the Int- 
ernational Motor Sport Fed- 
eration (FISA), Jean- Marie Bal- 
estre, said in Paris Thursday he 
had been contacted by other dri- 
vers. He said their permanent 


committee would meet FISA 
members in SPA two days before 
the May 25 race. 


He deplored De Angelis’s death 
but said Formula One raring was a 
dangerous occupation and some 
accidents were inevitable. 

He said the De Angelis' tragedy 
was "as if a plane had crashed.” 

The Pirelli tyre manufacturer 
said in Rome it was placing a pri- 
vate plane at the disposal of the 
De Angelis family. 


The body was expected to be 
flown back to Rome for burial in 
the Parioli district, where the De 
Angelis family lives. 

De Angelis, a bachelor, was a 
gentleman both on and off the 
track, always approachable and 
affable. 

A native of Rome and the son of 
a motorboat raring champion, 
Elio began racing go-karts at the 
age of 14 and took part in 1975 
World Go-Kart Championships.

Dollar edges upwards 


FRANKFURT (R) - The dollar 
rose strongly in European trading 
Friday following indications from 
Japan and West Germany they 
were ready to intervene to support 
the LLS. currency, dealers said. 

Traders said the doJJar was also 
supported by the continuing rise in 
long-term U.S. interest rates. 

The dollar opened above 220 
marks in Frankfurt at 2.2065. well 
above Thursdays close of 2. 1 900. 
It was trading at 22120 in raid- 
rooming. 

In London, the dollar firmed to 
£1 .52 J 5 against Thursday’s dose 
of 1.5355. 

The dollar also dosed higher in 
Tokyo after a small amoun t of dol- 
lar buying by the Bank of Japan, 
dealers in Tokyo said. 

The U.S. unit finished at 164.80 
yen against 162.70 at the dose in 
Tokyo Thursday. In morning 
European trading it rose above 
165 yen. 

Japanese Prime Minister Yas- 
uhiro Nakasone said Friday the 
time was near for joint do liar- 
buying intervention by central 
banks on foreign exchange mar- 
kets. 

Earlier, Bundesbank (West 
German central bank) President 
Karl Otto Poehl said joint int- 
ervention oould be useful to pre- 
vent the dollar from falling too 
strongly. 

The dollar opened higher in 
moderately active trading in Zur- 
ich. where traders said the sta- 
tements from Bonn and Tokyo 
and the prospect of higher U.S. 
interest rates brought a sudden 
change in mood, it opened at 
] ..8380 Swiss francs, up from the 
previous finish of 1.8212. 

The U.S. currency also rose in 
hectic early trading in Paris to 
7.0725 francs after opening at 
7Xi355 and closing Thursday at 
7.000. 

Dealers in Frankfurt said there 
seemed to be a divergence of opi- 
nion between the U.S. adm- 
inistration and European and Jap- 
anese monetary authorities on the 
other. 

US. Commerce Secretary Mal- 
colm Baldrige said on Wednesday 
he did not believe the dollar drop 
had been excessive. 

Dealers said many operators 
were confused by the conflicting 
statements and were taking a cau- 


tious approach. “They do not 
want to be caught on the wrong 
side." one dealer for a large West 
German bank said. 

"The US. wants to see the dol- 
lar decline further to boost exp- 
orts. The Japanese and West 
Germans want to stop a further 
dollar drop, because the strength 
of the mark and tbe yen is already 
hurting their heavily export- 
oriented industries,” said onedeas. I 
ler for a U.S.-based bank in Fra- 1 
nkfurt.. 

Wall Street stocks 
expected to continue weak 

Meanwhile, Wall Street stocks 
are not expected to resume their 
recent rally until summer, with 
Thursday’s dramatic falloff att- 
ributed to concern over interest 
rates and computer-related sel- 
ling, analysts said. 

Wall Street stocks slid to their' 
worst loss of the month Thursday 
as rising interest rates contributed 
to a sharp reversal of Tuesday's 
closing rally. 

The Dow Jones industrial ave- 
rage fell 33.60 points to 1774.68, 
its biggest drop since the record 
41.91 point drop last April 30. 

On Tuesday, the average of 30 
blue chip stocks jumped 23 points, 
mostly in the final minutes. New 
York Stock Exchange declines led 
advances 1.125 to 432. Volume 
fell to 131.6 million shares from 
132.1 million Tuesday. 

‘Tfsgoing to be a tough climate 
for stocks to move upward." said 
Mr. Newton Zinder of brokerage 
FT. Hutton. “First we need some 
stability in bonds.” 

Stability could derive from a 
perception that bonds have fallen 
too far. "One saving grace is that 
the bond market may be ove- 
rsold.'' be said. 

Bonds reacted negatively to the 
unexpected industrial output gain 
for April, up 02 per cent, versus 
an expected decline. "Bonds have 
been down for a while and the 
stock market has been ignoring 
them." said Mr. Jon Grove man of 
Ladenburg Tbalraann. an inv- 
estment firm. 

Many traders felt the market 
started off with a difficult task, 
since Tuesday's late snap rally was 
viewed as an excessive runup. 
"The market is paying for its sins," 
said Mr. Groveman. 


Air France increases profits 


PARIS ( R) — The French state-owned airline Air France Thursday 
confirmed that its economic recovery was continuing when it ann- 
ounce a farther sharp increase in profits last year and said it would 
pay a dividend to the French authorities for the second consecutive 


year. 

Air France's net profit dirnbed 36.7 per cent to 728.9 million 
francs (S 1 05 million) in 1985 and tbe airline said it planned to pay a 
dividend of 126 million francs (S>18 million) to the French aut- 
horities, around two-thirds more than it paid on its 1984 results. 

The healthy 1985 performance followed a six-fold jump in profits 
in 1984, and came in the wake of losses in both 1981 and 1982 and a 
small profit in 1983, the first years of President Francois Mitterrand 1 s 
Socialist administration. 


The airline said that it also planned to raise its capital -by around 28 
per cent to 2.53 billion francs (S367 million). 


British carrier cuts activities 


LONDON (R) British Caledonian, Britain's largest private air- 
line, Thursday announced cuts in jobs and services because of falling 
business due partly to U.S. fears of guerrilla attacks in Europe. 

. The airline, which made record profits last year, reported a drop in 
bookings over the North Atlantic and in the Middle East. 

It said it planned to cut summer flights over the North Atlantic' 
from 35 to 33 a week and to Saudi Arabia by one to 13. 

It also plans to seek a cut of more than 1 ,000 in its 7,750 work force 
through voluntary redundancy and early retirement 


U.S.-EC trade dispute escalates 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan Thu- 
rsday night announced quotas effective next Mon- 
day on white wine, beer, fruit juices, chocolate and 
candy from the European Community (EC) worth a 
total of >500 million a year in trade.. 


But the quotas were set at high 
levels to avoid any immediate 
impact on shipments. 

The quotas will cover EC white 
w «e with a value of more than 54 
a US; gallon, chocolate, candy, 
apple or pear juice, and beer. 

The white wine is exported from 
France, Italy and West Ger- 
many and beer from the Net- 
herlands, US. trade officials said. 

The action followed Mr. Rea- 
gan’s March 31 announcement 
that the United States would res- 
pond in kind to the EC's import 
restrictions on the sale of Ame- 
rican feed grains and oilseeds to 
Spain and Portugal, which rec- 
ently joined die EC. White House 
Deputy Press Secretary Larty 
Speakes said the LJ.S. quotas were 


set initially at high levels — the 
white wine quota is 40 per cent 
above 1985 shipments — because 
tbe EC had assured U.S. officials 
that the Portuguese measures 
would do no damage to U.S. grain 
exports.this year. 

"We have been assured by the 
EC that their quotas will have no 
immediate impact on our trade. 
As long as that remains tbe case, 
our quotas will be similarly non- 
restrictive," Mr. Speakes said. 

U.S. imports of nearly S>300 mil - 
lion a year of white wine were pre- 
viously limited only by tariffs. 

"What we are attempting to do 
is mirror the actions of the EC. 
When they put a hit on us we’ll 
come back and do a likewise hit on 
them, same dollar impact." Mr. 


Oil firms suffer setbacks 


LON DON (OPECNA) - British 
Petroleum (B.P.), the major 
North Sea oil operator, suffered 
ty 1 .07 billion in stockholding los- 
ses during the first quarter of this 
year, it was announced here Thu- 
rsday. 

“Group results have been hea- 
vily influenced by the sharp fall in 
erode oil prices." Bi*. chairman 
Sir Peter Walters said. 

He was quoted by the UPI news 
agency as saying that the oO mar- 
ket was likely to remain "highly 
volatile” through the rest of the 
year. 

"We are taking positive steps to 
sustain our financial strength by 
tightly controlling planned capital 
and operating expenditure.” he 
added. 

Royal Dutch Shell, the world’s 
second largest ofl company, also 
reported a sharp fall in its first 
quarter profits as a result of dec- 
lining ofl prices. 

According to figures quoted by 
tbe Associated Press (AP). the 
company registered a net income 
of ^>1 .J billion for the quarter, 
down from il .67 billion during 
the same period of 1985. 

Petro-Lewis Corporation, one 
of America's largest ofl and gas 
drillers, said Thursday it had lost 
S346.9 million in the first quarter 
of this year compared to a loss of 
only ^5.1 million in the same per- 
iod a year ago. . 

The Denver-based company 
attributed the loss to a >332 mil- 
lion depreciation of its ofl and gas 
assets. 

The Federal Securities and 
Exchange Commission rejected a 
proposal on May 6. which would 
have enabled ofl and gas pro- 
ducers to avoid large write-offs as 
a result of the plummeting vai.*e of 
oil and gas reserves since the beg- 
inning of the year. 

Industry analysts have said the 
ruling would force scores of other 
in depen den toil producers to write 
down their assets for the quarter. 

Amoco Ofl company, one of 
America's largest gasoline dis- 
tributors, is discontinuing its dea- 
ler and wholesale marketing ope- 
rations in five states due to "dec- 
lining market share, low pro- 
fitability and depressed volume.” 

A company announcement in 


Chicago said the states involved 
were Massachusetts. Rhode Isl- 
and, Texas. Louisiana and Lon- 
necticut. 

Amoco also cited its increasing 
dependence on outside sources for 
gasoline in the areas, which meant 
reduced profit margins. 

In iyS5. Amoco Ofl — the ref- 
ining and marketing subsidiary of 
the Amoco Corporation — sold 
510.000 ban-els per day (b/d) of 
refined gasoline, but produced 
‘only 459,000 b/d. 

Amoco said it would close most 
of the affected operations by next 
January — apart from those in 
Fairfield and New Haven counties 
— being discontinued on May 31 . 
1987. 

Hie company said six per cent, 
or 924. of its 15.000 domestic gas- 
oline stations would be affected. 

Mr. Sam Van Sickle, senior 
marketing president for Amoco 
Ofl. said no final decision had 
been made about the disposal of 
the affected assets. 

A company spokesman said 
Amoco was negotiating with the 
Mobil Corporation for the sale of 
225 gasoline stations hi Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts. 

Meanwhile, Norwegian Finance 
Minister Gunnar Beige has said 
that for his country's “more open 
attitude to OPEC' to be effective, 
it will have to “encompass the ent- 
ire- North- Sea area." 

The minister said a similar att- 
itude had to come from the British 
government, according to a Reu- 
ters report. 

He urged Britain — the major 
North Sea oil producer — to open 
a "sensible dialogue” with OPEC 
on boosting world oil prices. 

While Norway had signalled its 
willingness to cooperate with 
OPEC, "we ( Norway and Britain) 
have to do it together.” the min- 
ister emphasised. 

He said there were no "imm- 
ediate plans” to meet Britain for 
discussions on the North Sea, but 
cooperation need not necessarily 
mean reducing crude production. 

The U.K. energy department 
has said that the British gov- 
ernment foresees no change in its 
ofl production policy despite 
Norway’s willingness to cooperate 
with OPEC. 


Speakes said. 

Reacting to the White House 
statemenLFrench External Trade 
Minister Michel Noir told French 
radio that the EC would imm- 
ediately respond with counter- 
measures. 

‘ "If the Americans impede our 
white wine exports, we shall hit 
back on sunflower or honey. If 
they impede our beer and apple 
exports, we shall hit back on beer, 
prunes or fruit juice.” he said. 

But other EC officials were 
more restrained. A spokeswoman 
for the EC Commission in Was- 
hington said Brussels would rev- 
iew the announcement before res- 
ponding. 

When Mr. Reagan threatened 
to retaliate, the EC drew up a list 
of U.S. products earmarked for 
reprisals if the U.S. proceeded. 
That list included such politically 
sensitive U.S. exports as soybean 
meal and corn gluten feed. 

Mr. Speakes also said the Uni- 
ted States had decided to suspend 


certain tariff concessions on a far- 
ther 5600 million a year in El 
products in response to new hig- 
her duties in Spain's com and sor- 
ghum imports. 

However. Washington will 
delay increasing duties until July I 
to give negotiators time to resolve 
a U.S. claim for trade com- 
pensation.

Italy and Can- 
ada. 

U.S. officials said this was to 
avoid disrupting the summit talks 
on world trade and intemutionu! 
economic reform. 


France relaxes controls 


PARIS (R) — The French gov- 
ernment said Thursday it was tak- 
ing new steps to relax controls on 
foreign currency transactions and 
the domestic banking system in a 
bid to bolster the economy. 

The reforms, the second major 
package vincc the rightwing KPN 
UDF coalition took power in 
March, will give French bus- 
inessmen and investors more fre- 
edom from government controls 
than at any time since 1968, Fin- 
ance Minister Edouard Balladur 
told .1 news conference. 

In 1968 France opted out of 
European Community treaty cla- 
uses calling for freedom of capital 
movements inside the Com- 
munity. 

But from now on French inv- 
estors will be allowed to buy for- 
eign property or securities without 
having to pay a premium. The’ 
premium had been paid through a 
restricted "investment currency 
pool” introduced by President 
Francois Mitterrand’s first Soc- 
ialist government in 1981. Mr. 
Balladur said. 

French firms will also have inc- 
reased freedom to buy foreign 
currency to cover their imports for 
up to sn months ahead, and the 
abolition of an official queuing 
system will ease their access to 
domestic capital markets, Mr. Bal- 
ladur said. 

In addition, the latest package 
offered banks greater freedom to 
set interest rates, establish new 
branches and develop fresh ways 
of raising funds through the issue 
of money market securities. 

The measures came two 'days 
after a warning from the National 
Statistics Institute that France's 
sluggish economy was falling far- 
ther behind those of its main com- 
petitors. 

This was happening despite the 
boon of cheap ofl and tbe impact 
of a French franc devaluation last 
month, the institute said. 

Prime Minister Jacques Chirac 
has been under growing pressure 
from his rightwing supporters rec- 
ently to speed up the economic 
relaxations pledged in his pre- 
March election manifesto. 

Mr. Balladur said Thursday’s 
package bad been made possible 


by the success of the April dev- 
aluation. which cut the purity or 
the franc by 5.8 per cent against 
the West German mark in the 
European Monetary System 
(EMS). 

A flood of foreign funds into 
France in the three weeks after the 
devaluation has. raised official res- 
erves by a 50 billion francs (more 
than s7 billion), he said. 

Besides enabling the gov- 
ernment to relax foreign exchange 
controls, die inflow made room 
for it 10 cut interest rates and neg- 
otiate an early repayment of for- 
eign debts taken on by the Soc- 
ialist administration, he added. 

The measures won praise from 
the employers' federation and 
bankers bui interest rate euLs ann- 
ounced at the same time have cau- 
sed resentment among small sav- 
ers. 

Employers' leader. Mr. Yvon 
Gatiaz. told industrialists in Bor- 
deaux that the measures were”thc 
first coherent package designed to 
improve the situation of. com- 
panies.” 

The government has just taken 
measures to create jobs which no 
government has taken before. It is 
essential that heads of industry 
realise this and take on workers 
from now on without restraint.'* 
he said. 

His warm words came just two 
days after Prime Minister Jacquc*> 
Chirac issued a warning to bus- 
iness leaders that they should take 
advantage of falling interest rates 
and more liberal economic pol- 
icies to increase activity and boos: 
employment. 

Seasonally-adjusted une- 
mployment has stayed obstinately 
around 2.4 million for more than a 
year, equal to about 10 per cent of 
the work forex:. 

A spokesman for the French 
Banking Association welcomed 
the package. although banking 
sources said that there was a risk 
that the exchange and credit con- 
trols being relaxed could be rep- 
laced by other controls.

10th Chernobyl victim dies 

Gorbachev: U.S. reaction sours summit mood 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet newspapers indicated 
Friday that the Chernobyl nuclear disaster had cla- 
imed a 10th life and said five of the dead were fir- 
emen who braved massive doses of radiation to 
douse flames engulfing the reactor. 


Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. speaking on Soviet tel- 
evision on Wednesday night, said 
nine people had died in the acc- 
ident. 

But reports in three different 
newspapers Friday named eight 
people who bad died following the 
April 26 accident. The names did 
not include the two mentioned by 
Mr. Gorbachev in his Wednesday 
speech. 

Those two victims apparently 
died instantly in the explosion that 
ripped through the No. 4 reactor, 
• sparking a fierce fire that set ali- 
ght the graphite core. 

The Communist Party daily 
Pravda on Friday opened its rep- 
ort on the Chernobyl disaster with 
a description of the grief felt by 
plant workers on hearing that a 
co-worker had died. 

"For a long time, we cannot 
begin the conversation Pravda' s 
correspondents wrote. "Just a few 
minutes ago. word arrived that 
Lelechcnko had died. Bums and 
radiatioQ did their work. Lel- 
echenko was their friend....” 

Friends interviewed by Pravda 
said plant worker Lelechenko was 
"a real hero” who was at the scene 
of the disaster in the first hours 
after the accident occurred. 


The youth newspaper Kom- 
sornolskaya Pravda had similar 
words of praise for die firemen 
who battled the fierce flames that 
took more than SO firefighting 
teams some four hours to begin to 
control on die night of the acc- 
ident 


It focused ou Viktor Kibenok, a 
23-year-old firefighter who was 
said to have fought the flames for 
up to three hours , not caring about 
the dangers posed by what the 
newspaper called "the invisible 
enemy” of radiation. 

The account said Kibe no k died 
of burns and radiation 15 days 
after the accident, and named four 
other firemen who had died. 


A report by the Soviet News 
Agency TASS published in the 
Moscow daily Moskovskaya Pra- 
vda named two other people who 
had died following the accident. 

Alexander Akimov, a shift lea- 
derat the No. 4 reactor, and Ana- 
toly Kurguze. an operator, had 
received last respects from friends 
and colleagues, it said, without 
detailing how or when the two 
men died. 

Mr. Gorbachev named two men 
who had died in the accident as 
Vladimir Sboshenok. an adjuster 


of automatic systems, and Valery 
Khodemchuk, an operator. 

The defence daily Krasnaya 
Zvezda said many of the hel- 
icopter pilots who have flown 
daily missions over the damaged 
reactor had served previously aga- 
inst Muslim rebels in Afghanistan. 

The helicopters have been fly- 
ing ovct the reactor to dump sand 
and other materials Co seal off its 
radioactive emissions. Krasnaya 
Zvezda said the helicopter crews 
also measure radiation levels 
above the damaged reactor four 
times a day. 

The indication that another vic- 
tim had died came a day after a 
U.S. bone marrow specialist who 
came to Moscow to help treat vic- 
tims said more of those exposed to 
lethal doses of radiation would 
die. 

The specialist. Dr. Robert P. 
Gale, said he and three other vis- 
itmg specialists had performed 19 
bone marrow transplants and 
were working with Soviet doctors 
to save almost 300 people hos- 
pitalised with radiation injuries. 

Dr. Gale made the statements 
at a news conference before going 
to the Kremlin with American 
industrialist Arrnand Hammer for 
a meeting with Mr. Gorbachev. 

The Soviet leader, looking tan- 
ned, was accompanied by: former 
Ambassador to Washington Ana- 
toly Dobrynin, who is now head of 
the International Department of 
the Communist Party's Central 
Committee. 


Mr. Gorbachev told Mr. Ham 
mer that Washington’s reaction to 
the Chernobyl disaster had done 
nothing to improve relations bet- 
ween the superpowers and rep- 
eated his claim that the Ukrainian 
accident has spawned an anti 
Soviet campaign. 

Mr. Gorbachev said the pol- 
itical climate had to be improved if 
a second meeting with President 
Ronald Reagan was to be held. 

"As to the atmosphere, it has 
worsened even more as a result of 
a vicious anti-Soviet campaign 
launched by Washington in con- 
nection with the accident at Che- 
rnobyl.” be said. 

The meeting was reported on 
television news and by TASS. 

He stepped up accusations 
made by several Soviet officials 
that some Western countries had 
deliberately used Chernobyl as a 
political weapon to discredit the 
Kremlin. 

Mr. Gorbachev told the U.S 
visitors there was no point in hol- 
ding another summit unless tan- 
gible results could be gained. 

Dr. Gale told Mr. Gorbachev 
the accident showed doctors 
would be powerless to help in the 
event of a nuclear war. 


He made the same point at a 
news conference earlier in the day 
saying: "If we are very hard pre- 
ssed to deal with 30Q cases, it sho- 
uld be evident bow inadequate our 
response would be in a the-, 
rmonudear war.” 


China, Taiwan to hold historic talks 


HONG KONG (R) — China and 
Taiwan Saturday begin their first 
face-to-face meeting since the 
civil war of the 1940s to discuss a 
Taiwan jet and its crew now on the 
mainland. 

Officials of Taiwan's state-run 
China Airlines and CAAC, 
China's national carrier, have arr- 
ived on the ''neutral” ground of 
this British colony for talks which 
Western diplomats say should be 
brief. 

"China has already wrung the 
most important concession from 
Taiwan — the agreement to meet 
face-to-face,” one diplomat said. 

Taiwan made a dramatic policy 
switch this week by saying it would, 
meet China directly to secure the’ 
release of a China Airlines Boeing 
747. which would cost ilOO mil- 
lion to replace, and the crew who 


landed in the south China city of 
Canton bn May 3. 

Pilot Wang Xijue said he def- 
ected to join his family on the 
mainland but two other crewmen 
said they wished to go home. 

Diplomats said China was using 
the incident to force negotiations 
with anti- Communist Taiwan, 
which had refused all direct con- 
tact since its Nationalist gov- 
ernment fled the mainland ahead 
of the advancing Communist arm- 
ies in 1949. 

China Airlines insisted the talks 
would cover only the return of the 
Boeing 747 plane and its crew and 
warned Peking not to raise pol- 
itical issues. 

Political sources said there was 
stOI last minute wrangling over the 
venue, with Taiwan trying to pre- 
serve a prominent role for Hong 


Kong’s Cathay Pacific Airways 
which acted as broker in arranging 
the talks. 

They said that would minimise 
the apperance of direct contact 
while China hoped to limit the role 
of Cathay as middleman to hig- 
hlight the direct nature of the 
talks. 

But diplomats said the rnan- 
oeuvering would not endanger the 
more important issue of returning 
the plane and crew. 

"There may be some final pro- 
paganda point scoring but it is in 
no one's interest to drag this issue 
out,” said one diplomat. 

Political sources in Hong Kong 
said the main problem would be 
the return of the plane. The two 
crewmen, who were still in Canton 
earlier this week, could be taken 
to Hong Kong with little trouble. 


Soviet troops reportedly 
trade detainee with rebels 


PESHAWAR. Pakistan (R) - 
Soviet troops last seek sold a cap- 
tured Afghan rebel to his guerrilla 
comrades for several thousand 
dollars and a Kalashnikov aut- 
omatic rifle, an Afghan doctor 
reported. 

The Soviets, who captured 
wounded rebel Sher Mohammad 
on May 3 near Sarobi east of 
Kabul, accepted the gun and 
300.000 Afghanis as ransom for 
him. said Dr. Hamid Sherdil. who 
said be witnessed the return last 
Friday. 


Sher Moha nomad, who suffered 
two bullet wounds while attacking 
a military post near Sarobi, was 
badly treated during his captivity. 
Dr. SherdiJ said. 

The doctor did not know why 
the Soviets released their captive 
or wanted the Afghan money. 
According to Western diplomats, 
Soviet troops often sell bullets 
stolen supplies or siphoned petrol 
to Afghans to get money for drugs 
or consumer goods like Japanese 
radios they cannot buy at home.

London 
probes new 
allegations 
against 
Waldheim 


LONDON (AP) - The British 
government has ordered a check 
of its military records following 
new allegations against Austrian 
presidential candidate Kurt Wal- 
dheim that he was involved in Nazi 
atrocities in World War II. 

Dr. Waldheim, a former United 
Nations secretary-general, was 
accused in a House of Commons 
motion Thursday of involvement 
in the disappearance of British 
servicemen while he served with 
the wartime German army in the 
Balkans. 

The motion signed by 45 leg- 
islators alleged a Unk between Dr. 
Waldheim and the deaths of Bri- 
tish commandos taken prisoner. It 
said Dr. Waldheim allegedly was 
in charge of interrogating the Bri- 
tons who were later murdered or 
died in German hands. 

Dr. Waldheim, who faces a 
second-round run-off election in 
the contest for the Austrian pre- 
sidency on June 8, has already 
been accused in Austria, the Uni- 
ted States and elsewhere of inv- 
olvement in atrocities against 
Serbs, Jews and Gypsies* 

He has repeatedly denied the 
allegations, 

Alf Morris of the opposition 
Labour Party was one of the leg- 
islators who signed the motion. 

Mr. Morris asked Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher in a wri- 
tten Commons question Thursday 
why her government was "unw- 
illing to seek from the United Nat- 
ions copies of all documents in 
their possession relating to Dr. 
Kurt Waldheim's wartime act- 
ivities.’* 

Mrs. Thatcher told Mr. Morris 
in a written Commons reply that 
do request had been made to date 
because there had appeared to be 
no direct British interest. 

But she added: "In view of rec- 
ent new allegations about the dis-. 
appearance of British subjects in 
the Balkans... the Ministry of Def- 
ence are searching military rec- 
ords to see whether they contain 
any information relevant in this 
context.” 

Another Labour legislator, 
Greville Janner, who is also pre- 
sident of board of deputies of Bri- 
tish Jews, welcomed the British 
inquiry but urged speed to pro- 
duce results in advance of the Aus- 
trian elections.

CAPE TOWN ( R) - South Afr- 
ican President P.W. Botha has 
shown no sign of bowing to pre- 
ssure for black majority rule, del- 
ivering a hand-lrae speech as 
Commonwealth mediators pur- 
sued a peace mission. 

Mr. Botha's speech to the adv- 
isory President's Council was tel- 
evised live Thursday during a visit 
ty a seven * ‘eminent persons*' sent 
tty the Commonwealth to try to 
bring together the white-led gov- 
ernment and black nationalists. 


The Commonwealth team's 
talks were surrounded by secrecy 
but diplomats said it seemed to be 
trying to persuade the government 
to recognise the banned African 
^ National Congress (ANC). the 
main black nationalist org- 
anisation. in return for an ANC 
ceasefire and negotiations. 

The ANC wants one person, 
one vote, and Mr. Botha Thursday 
defended the position of the cou- 
nty’s white minority, who began 
settling in South Africa in the 1 7th 
century 

" We wOl not allow our spiritual 
and material heritage, built up 
over 300 years, to fall willy nilly 
into the hands of a revolutionary 
power clique,” be said. 

He warned "these who per- 
petrate violence... that if they do 
not renounce violence, they will 
inevitably face the full power at 
the state's disposal, which has not 
nearly been applied to the full.” 


In Johannesburg Thursday, a 


Belgian wo man. 44- year -old Hel- 
ene Pass Doors, was convicted of 
treason for helping the ANC. 


The ANC has stepped up gue- 
rrilla attacks and more than 1.500 
people have been killed in black 
protests in the past 27 months. 

Most have died in dashes with 
security forces, others in violence 
between black radicals and those 
they accuse of collaborating with 
the authorities.

HARARE (R) — Indian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi said Friday 
South Africa was beading toward 
a major racial conflict unless the 
white'dominated government 
took steps soon to end its apa- 
rtheid racial segregation policies. 

Mr. Gandhi, ending a 26-hour 
visit to Zimbabwe, told a news 
conference in Harare the main 
task of a Commonwealth group 
holding talks with South African 
leaders was to ensure Pretoria’s 
problems were resolved with the 
“minimum of bloodshed.” 

“We (the Commonwealth) 
want to avoid a major explosion. 
But I see the trends that South 
Africa is heading for a major exp- 
losion.” he said, adding that wha- 
tever political reforms Pretoria 
made would not stem die rising 
tide of black anger against apa- 
rtheid. 

But, in answer to a question, he 
did not rule out the prospectof the 
Commonwealth peace mission 
succeeding in resolving Pretoria's 
problems. 

"But apartheid must go ... eve- 
rything else is peripheral,” said 
the Indian leader, who Thursday 
warned Pretoria to expect int- 
ernational economic sanctions if 
race separation laws were not scr- 
apped. 

Mr. Gandhi's comments, at a 
dinner in his honour given by 
Zimbabwean Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe Thursday night, 
were a clear reference to a peace 
initiative by a Commonwealth 
group holding talks with South 
African leaders. 

The group was formed by the 
49-nation Commonwealth last 
year after Britain rejected san- 
ctions at a Commonwealth lea- 
ders' conference. Its mandate is to 
try bring together in South Afr- 
ican government and its black 
opponents and the team will rep- 
ort back to the Commonwealth in 
July. 

Mr. Gandhi, visiting Africa for 
the first time since he became 
prime minister in 1984, said at the 
banquet: 

"No form of apartheid is acc- 
eptable to us. Institutionalised rac- 
ism must be abolished — it must 
be abolished now (or) there is no 
alternative to comprehensive 
mandatory sanctions under the 
United Nations charter.” 

He urged South Africa to follow 
the example of Zimbabwe, which 
gained independence from Britain 
in 1 980 after a seven-year gue- 
rrilla war between African nat- 
ionalists and the white rulers. 


India blocks release of 
report on Gandhi killing 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — The 
government will not release rep- 
orts on the assassination of Prime 
Minis ter Indira Gandhi and sub* 
sequent riots which killed tho- 
usands of people, official sources 
said Friday. 

The sources said President ZaiJ 
Singh signed an ordinance Thu- 
rsday night allowing the gov- 
ernment to keep reports secret if 
they affect the security of the state 
or the public interest. 

India's constitution stipulates 
that the government must present 
reports of official inquiries to par- 
liament within six months of foeir 
completion, effectively making 
die contents public. 

Mrs. Gandhi was assassinated in 
October 1984 and more than 
2,700 people were killed in nat- 
ionwide anti-Sikh protests tri- 
ggered by her murder. 

The assassination report was 
submitted to the government in 
February and the protest probe is 
expected by Aug. 25. 

The presidential order came 
shortly after one of Mis. Gandhi's 
killers asked for the report to be 
produced in court. 

The assassin, former police con- 
stable Satwant Singh, and two 
other Sikhs charged with con- 
spiracy to murder were sentenced 
to death by a lower court in Jan- 
uary. 

The Delhi high court began 
bearing their appeals against the 
sentences on Monday. 

The sources said the ass- 
assination probe criticised "ser- 
ious lapses” in security around the 
mundered prime minister. 

Mrs. Gandhi was killed five 
months after she ordered the army 
to storm the Golden Temple in 


to 


Amritsar to root out heavily- 
armed SDch extremists. 

Lawyers for the three Sikhs told 
reporters the ordinance would 
prejudice the murder pleas.** It is a 
fraud on parliament and will tra 
*mple on the citizen's right 
know,” one defence lawyer said 

Meanwhile, a curfew was ord- 
ered in a small town in Mah 
arashtra, a western state where 
three more people died in sec- 
tarian violence, the United News 
of India (UNI) reported Friday. 

Thirteen people have been kil 
led in weeklong protests and arson 
-in the state. 

The violence, according to aut- 
horities, was triggered by Muslim 
attacks on Hindu processionists 
celebrating the birth anniversary 
of a 17th-century Hindu ruler 
Shivaji. 

UNI quoted state police 
Bombay saying two people were 
burned to death and 40 thatched 
homes set afire late Thursday in 
widespread communal violence in 
Beed district. 


Authorities clamped an ind 
efinite curfew on Umapur, 300 
kilometres east of Bombay, where 
protests broke out Thursday 
night, the agency said. 

Meanwhile, a person wounded 
in earlier interfaith clashes died 
Friday in a hospital in Nasik city 
where eight people have been kil- 
led so far, UNI reported. 

The sectarian violence erupted 
in Nasik a week ago and spread to 
several other towns in the state. 

Maharashtra Police Director- 
General S.S. Jog said Friday that 
tire situation in the troubled towns 
had been brought under control 
by police reinforcements.

— Twelve bodies were recovered 
from the wreckage of a train that 
derailed near Kusbtia and officials 
said the death toll could rise to 50. 
a newspaper reported Friday. 

The Ittcfaq said seven of the 12 
coaches of the Simanta Express 
train ran off the track Thursday 
and roiled into a 5-metre ditch 
227 kilo metres west of Dhaka. 

The Bengali-language paper 
said rescue operations were tem- 
porarily stopped during the night 
with many bodies still believed 
trapped inside the derailed cars. 

More than 200 passengers were 
injured, of which 50 were hos- 
pitalised, the newspaper said. 
Bangladesh Railway said six peo- 
ple were killed and 24 injurd. Off- 
icials were not immediately ava- 
ilable for comment on the new- 
spaper report. 

Bangladesh Railway said Thu- 


rsday that track plates near the 
derailment were found open, sug- 
gesting sabotage by highway rob- 
bers. But Ittefaq correspondents 
quoted Kushtia district officials as 
saying the track had not been 
tampered with. 


Ittefaq reported from the scene 
that the train, with about 700 pas- 
sengers, had been running at 
about 80 kilometres per hour en 
route from the south western port 
city of Khulna to northern Par- 
batipur railway township. 


He said most of the passengers 
were -sleeping while others were 
doing rituals for the Muslim fas- 
ting month of Ramadan. 

It was the fourth accident for 
the Simanta Express on the tine 
since 1979, when more than 80 
passengers were killed. A fire on 
the train in January 1985 killed at 
least 40. 


Centrist likely to win Dominican polls 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 
Republic ( R) — Two centrist can- 
didates — both former presidents 
— appear favourites in Fridays 
presidential election in the Dom- 
inican Republic. 

The election, in which six can- 
didates are standing, promises to 
be dose, according to newspaper 
evaluations. 

Most opinion polls put Jacobo 
Majluta. 51. of the ruling Dom- 
inican Revolutionary Party 


(PRD), as the front-runner. 

But his strongest rival, 78- 
year-old poet Joaquin Balaguerof 
the Reformist Social Christian 
Party (PRSC), dosed the gap in 
the past few days. 

Despite his age, reported ill hea- 
lth and the fact that he is almost 
blind,' Baiaguer draws support 
from rural areas because of the 
agrarian reforms he initiated tow- 
ard the endof his L2 years in office 
from 1966 to 1978. 


His authoritarian and personal 
style of government also won him 
foe esteem of the Middle classes 
and the business community 
which surfaced in his backward 
nation under his administration. 


But .Mr. Majluta’s comparative 
youth, good heal tii, experience in 
finance and support among the 
fast-growing urban population 
appear to give him the edge, pol- 
itical sources sakt. 


Author of U.S. political works dies at 71 


NEW YORK ( R) — Author The- 
odore White, whose chronicles of 
U.S. presidential elections bec- 
ame international bestsellers, died 
late Thursday night a week after 
suffering a stroke, a hospital spo- 
keswoman said. 


The' book sold 4.2 million cop- 
ies and stayed on UJ5. best-seller 
lists for almost a year, turning 
White from a respected magazine 
writer into the country's most 
prominent expert on presidential 
politics. 


War II. His despatches criticising 
the Nationalist government often 
were censored by the magazine, 
then run tty the strongly pro- 
Natiouatist Henry Luce. 

After resigning from Tune, 


White, 71, began a trend -in 
American political reporting with 
the Making of the President, 
I960, a highly detailed account of 
the election battle between John 
Kennedy and Richard Nixon. 


He wrote three other Making of 
the President books — in 1964, 
1968 and 1972. 


White began , his career in jou- 
rnalism as a Time magarinp cor- 
respondent in China during World 


Whitt wrote a bestseller Thunder 
Out Of China. 

He also broke his pattern of 
presidential campaign bools with 
a 1975 work. Breach Of Faith — 
The Fall Of Richard Nixon, about 
the factors that led to Nixon's fall 
from power and resignation. 


Contadora group opens crucial round of peace talks 


PANAMA CITY (Agencies) — 
Deputy foreign ministers of the 
four-nation Contadora group 
were expected to open crucial 
talks Friday with counterparts 
from tite five central American 
countries lo try to iron out 
longstanding differences over a 
regional peace accord. 

The meeting is expected to be a 
make-or-break session for the 
peace plan, which calls for arms 
I imitation in Central America, 
troops reduction and a ban on int- 
ernational military manoeuvres. 

The Contadora group — Mex- 
ico. Colombo. Venezuela and 
Panama —has been working since 
January 1983 to reach a neg- 
otiated end to regional bloodshed. 

The latest round of talks here, 
scheduled to last until Sunday, has 
been thrown into die spotlight by 
seif-imposed pressures on the 
group to come up quickly with the 
concrete results that have eluded 
it for more than three years. 

Negotiations held under Con- 
tadora auspices last month broke 
down with little sign of progress 
after Nicaragua's Sandmista gov- 
ernment said it would refuse to 


sign any agreement committing it 
to disarmament unless the United 
States first vowed to stop backing 
anti-Sandinista rebels. 

U.S. officials, including special 
envoy to Centra] America Philip 
Habib, have indicated that the 
Reagan administration is willing 
to stop supporting the rebels, but 
only if Nicaragua signs the Con- 
tadora treaty. 

Despite the apparent impasse 
reached last month, the group set 
an ambitious June 6 deadline for 
the Central American countries to 
narrow their differences at the 
bargaining table and sign the 
peace accord. 

Panama’s Foreign Minister 
Jorge Abadia said Thursday that 
two "thorny points” of tire pact 
were still under negotiation — 
arms limitation and troop red- 
uctions, and international military 
manoeuvres including the pre- 
sence of foreign advisers. 

Even if the Central Americans 
can come to an agreement on 
those clauses, the prospects of 
meeting the deadline appear exc- 
eedingly dim to most diplomats 
unless -there is some sudden cha- 


nge in the positions maintained by 
Nicaragua and Washington. 

Mr. Abadia Arias told reporters 
Thursday that Nicaragua bad 
made a formal commitment to 
sign the Contadora treaty. 

He referred an April 12 letter 
from Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega to the Contadora group 
•countries in which Mr. Ortega said 
Nicaragua would sign the peace 
treaty as requested on June 6, 
provided that tty that date United 
States aggression against Nic- 
aragua had totally ceased. 

Meanwhile, Costa Rican civil 
guardsmen were sent to the bor- 
der with Nicaragua on Friday to 
meet anti-Sandinista rebel leader 
Eden Pastora and 400 followers 
who are seeking political asylum 
in Costa Rica. 

Costa Rican authorities said 
Pastora’ s aides in San Jose already 
had submitted a written app- 
lication for asylum on his behalf, 
and that the request was being 
studied. 

President Oscar Arias Sanchez 
said this week he would consider 
granting asylum to Pastora if the 
guerrilla leader promised to lay 


down his arms and “stop being 
what he is today, one more 
com andante in the anti-Sandinista 
fight.” 

Members of Pastora’s Rev- 
olutionary Democratic Alliance. 
one of the smallest of the Contra 
groups fighting the Nicaraguan 
government planned to lead jou- 
rnalists before dawn Friday to the 
spot where Pastora was to cross 
me San Juan River. The river 
forms the border between the two 
Central Americans nations. 

Pastora's rebels have used sou- 
thern Nicaragua as their base for 
skirmishes that prompted hun- 
dreds of complaints of border vio- 
lations by both countries. Known 
as "Commander Zero” during the 
Sandinista revolution that ousted 
Nicaragua's Somoza government 
ia 1979, Pastora later broke with 
foe Sandinistas because of pol- 
itical disagreements. 

Costa Rica’s interior minister 
Guido Fernandez, said police 
were sent to the border later 
Wednesday to await Pastora’s 
men and take them to a safe place 
while Pastora’s asylum application 
•is studied.

ROME (R)' — A Frenchman all- 
eged to have sold a fake film of foe 
Chernobyl nuclear reactor to Ita- 
lian and American television net- 
works has been arrested and cha- 
rged with fraud police sail Fri- 
day . Thomas Garenq. 24, was arr- 
ested at the Rome headquarters o( 
foe American television 
NBC on Wednesday night and was 
transferred to a jail in the nortiicrn 
town of Trieste Friday morning, a 
police spokesman told Reuters. 
NBC said it coukl not commefttoa 
the report. Garenq is accused of 
selling a film which he claimed 
showed a fire raging at the Che- 
rnobyl plant, scene of the recent 
Soviet nuclear accident, but which 
was alleged to actually feature an 
Italian cement factory in Trieste 
surrounded by a haze of industrial 
fumes. The film was broadcast by 
the Italian television network RAJ 
and by the ABC and NBC net- 
works in the United States, acc- 
ording to reports here. The- -all- 
eged fraud was discovered only 
after RAi received a flood of 
phone calls from television vie- 
wers in Trieste, claiming they had 
seen their local cement factory o a 
the midday news.

MYMENSINGH, Bangladesh 
( R) — At least 20 doctors were 
injured in attacks by patients at 
Myraensingh Medical College 
Hospital in northern Bangladesh, 
medical authorities said. They said 
angry patients smashed the doors 
and windows of dormitories, ran- 
sacked offices and chased staff in 
protest at a month-long strike by 
junior doctors demanding per- 
manent jobs. Police said some pat- 
ients fled the hospital and raided 
several private clinics, apparently 
to show their opposition to high 
treatment charges.
